CHAPTER 674 
LOCAL LAND USE PLANNING AND REGULATORY 
POWERS 


Regulation of Subdivision of Land 


Section 674:39-aa 


674:39-aa Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots. — 

I. In this section: 

(a) "Involuntary merger" and "involuntarily merged" mean lots merged by municipal action for 
zoning, assessing, or taxation purposes without the consent of the owner. 

(b) "Owner" means the person or entity that holds legal title to the lots in question, even if such 
person or entity did not hold legal title at the time of the involuntary merger. 

(c) "Voluntary merger" and "voluntarily merged" mean a merger under RSA 674:39-a, or any overt 
action or conduct that indicates an owner regarded said lots as merged such as, but not limited to, 
abandoning a lot line. 

II. Lots or parcels that were involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 2010 by a city, town, county, 
village district, or any other municipality, shall at the request of the owner, be restored to their 
premerger status and all zoning and tax maps shall be updated to identify the premerger boundaries of 
said lots or parcels as recorded at the appropriate registry of deeds, provided: 

(a) The request is submitted to the governing body prior to December 31, 2016. 

(b) No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots. If any owner in the chain of title 
voluntarily merged his or her lots, then all subsequent owners shall be estopped from requesting 
restoration. The municipality shall have the burden of proof to show that any previous owner voluntarily 
merged his or her lots. 

III. All decisions of the governing body may be appealed in accordance with the provisions of RSA 
676. 

IV. Any municipality may adopt local ordinances, including ordinances enacted prior to the effective 
date of this section, to restore previously merged properties that are less restrictive than the provisions in 
paragraph I and II. 

V. The restoration of the lots to their premerger status shall not be deemed to cure any non-conformity 
with existing local land use ordinances. 

VI. Municipalities shall post a notice informing residents that any involuntarily merged lots may be 
restored to premerger status upon the owner's request. Such notice shall be posted in a public place no 
later than January 1, 2012 and shall remain posted through December 31, 2016. Each municipality shall 
also publish the same or similar notice in its 2011 through 2015 annual reports.

Selectmen’s Report 


Each year, the Selectmen produce a Town Report. We ask the various Commissions, 
Committee’s, Boards, Advisory Groups, and Departments for their reports in order to 
provide you, the community member, enough information to determine if the “state of 
our Town” is secure. By the word “secure,” we are not only using the idea of “free from 
fear and doubt,” but also free of risk of loss or safety. We all are citizen shareholders of 
our community. We elect a Board of Selectmen to make decisions on the day-to-day 
operations of our community, but that Board presents the community with warrant 
articles so that all voters have the opportunity to create a vision of the direction our 
community should move in. 


One of these, and the most expensive warrant that we have presented in many years, is 
the present Road Bond, Special Warrant Article #8. There has been much discussion 
over the amount to be raised and what is expected to be accomplished. The Road Agent 
has done some extensive surveys and presented the Board with a list of roads that he sees 
as needing maintenance in the near future. The Board suggested that the roads listed 
under the previous bond, which had not been completed, needed to be assessed and a 
course of action needed to be taken. It is expected that at Town Meeting (May 12"") there 
will be much debate prior to the vote. This is good; this is important; and this is 
democracy at work. Then, instead of one elected official, or six elected officials, a 
majority of the community will determine the impact to our tax rate. We have heard 
many times....”The government forces us to do this...or the government costs us too 
much money...” But, what this should bring to the forefront is that we can control our 
own destiny. 


Questions will arise as to the cost of the Bond. It should be remembered that the yearly 
cost to us, the taxpayer, can be adjusted depending on how much work we expect to get 
done. But, it should also be remembered that the interest rate has been determined by the 
cost of money and our economic conditions, which presently allow for some of the 
lowest costs in recent years. This does not mean that the Board of Selectmen would like 
you to ante up a larger amount in your tax bill. In fact, we have tried to control other 
warrant articles. 


We have asked you to consider the purchase of a large dump truck for the Highway 
Department. Some have questioned “why.” Especially since the Road Agent had not 
requested it this year but instead had requested a loader. We looked at a loader cost and 
felt that rental of this piece of equipment as we presently do was cheaper for the short 
time we would need the loader than the investment allows. Secondly, if it is used in other 
seasons than winter, it would be filling trucks rented from contractors with material that 
rented trucks would be bringing in to the Salt Shed on Dump Road. This does not seem 
practical. In fact, it appears to be putting the cart before the horse. Presently, we employ 
two individuals to work for the Road Agent. In the winter, one is operating the Town- 
owned vehicle; the other may be working on the Town-owned backhoe/loader in the 
parking areas around the Municipal Complex or Stevens Memorial Hall. This is not cost 
effective as we see it. 
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Last year, when this article came forward, the total price of the truck and apparatus was 
$3,000 less, but the lease was $1500 more for each year. As time moves on, this Board 
has realized that our Town needs to develop a plan for our future. Do we have the 
capability to lower our long-range costs by planning ahead? Or, do we continue to allow 
our work to be done by contractors who have to sell their equipment time for the highest 
profit in order to pay for that expensive equipment. 


Several years ago, the dilemma of earned time caused many of our neighboring towns 
and ourselves severe money problems. As earned time was accumulated, the pension 
program cost more and more. We needed to come forth with a solution. Our answer was 
to fund the “Employee Separation Benefits Capital Reserve Fund.” This Fund “buys out” 
our uniformed service in a fair program that is reasonable for all parties, and removes a 
long-term obligation from our Town. 


Several other warrants deal with our infrastructure, our buildings, dams, land and 
culverts. We urge you to support these not because we wish to spend money for 
frivolous projects, but rather because we are aware that these projects are on the horizon 
and by putting money into a savings account or a capital reserve fund, we are limiting the 
“spiking” of our tax rate over the next few years. It would be wonderful to see our tax 
rate drop year after year, but as many can tell with the rise of prices of petroleum 
products, insurance, manufactured goods and various services, all of us face increased 
budgets. We are not urging you to support every warrant article, but we are asking you to 
vote with an understanding of the subject and the priorities that we will all face. 


Now, for something else we all face: age and time spent doing good deeds. This year, 
our Town has suffered in the loss of a number of citizens who have helped shape and 
guide the direction our community takes. Without any of them, we would be less of what 
Chester stands for. I have heard numerous times how we look out for each other and 
what a caring community this is. But that cannot be without volunteers stepping forward 
to take on the tasks and jobs that are needed in our society. Please notice I said 
“volunteers.” Unfortunately, I have heard that volunteerism is dead and that no one has 
the time. I disagree. And if you ask the Board of Selectmen, they will tell you the same. 
Why? Because we see those tireless people who step forward, without pushing personal 
agendas, and lead both great and small efforts. The front cover of this report and the 
pages are filled with pictures and names of volunteers who work together for the 
betterment of the community. Yet they are only a small percentage of our overall 
population. We raise families here; we send our children to school; we make our homes 
here; we bury our dearly departed and they rest in this good earth forever. Then, 
shouldn’t we be able to make a commitment, whether small or large, with an open mind 
to give back to our community? 


A beautiful example of this graces our back cover; but more importantly, graces our main 
road and our primary recreation area. This bridge, built in traditional New England style 

Was a true “barn raising” and got many people to work together in a common purpose. It 
is truly a show place, and I believe that I can say the same for all of the committees and 
boards whose words are on these pages. Yet, they need to have constant renewal and 
support to continue. We have recently lost some very active volunteers on committees 
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such as Planning Board, Zoning Board of Adjustment, Cable TV, Conservation 
Commission, Recreation Commission, Wason Pond Commission, Spring Hill Farm, 
Friends of the Library, Fire Department, etc. These jobs are not done by salaried 
individuals, although some may receive a small stipend for the massive amount of time, 
they may need to gain a skill to make them proficient. These are your friends and 
neighbors. As the governing board in Town, we thank them for all that they offer today 
and we ask them to represent our Town in an honest and sincere way. We are satisfied! 


There may be discussions, disagreements or complaints, but these are words which make 
all of us look at the direction we are traveling. Please do not expect someone else to 
carry your load; lend a hand and we will all learn together. More importantly, we will 
demonstrate to our next generation that famous quote: “ask not what your country can do 
for you -- ask what you can do for your country.” [President John F. Kennedy’s 
Inaugural Address on Friday, January 20, 1961.] 


Finally, we also have employees that do their job and go beyond what we expect. We 
would like to welcome several new people, Joanne Smith, Finance Director, Thom Roy, 
Building Inspector/Code /Enforcement Officer, Will Sable, Police Officer, Andrew 
DiPerri, Police Officer and Nicholas McLellan, Police Officer. We would also like to 
commend those that have added to their knowledge and to our Town’s capabilities with 
management schools, welfare administration training, para-medic school, evidence 
administration technician, to name just a few. Our job as your governing board is to 
make sure that we continue to keep qualified people, allow for additional education, and 
not be a training ground for other communities. We hope you agree with us, and we hope 
to see you at Town Meeting. 


Now, enough of the requests and pep talks. What did we do with the Town budget last 
year? We repaired the electric power in Stevens Memorial Hall and the Highway 
Garage. We put a new roof on the Highway Garage and a new furnace inside. We 
finished the roof at the Recreation Store at Wason Pond. We continued the cleanup at 
LeClair’s former junkyard. We applied for and received several grants including a new 
roll-off container at the Transfer Station, road work, fire equipment, and police detail 
time. The Village Cemetery Trustees cleared and opened up an area for at least 300 
additional grave sites at North Chester Cemetery. Portions of the Municipal Building 
have been painted inside; and as we go to press, the stucco portion of the Multi-purpose 
building and the front of the Municipal Building have been patched and will be painted. 
The fire-proof curtain on the stage in the Multi-purpose Room is in the process of being 
replaced because it had been torn and ripped from age. A second televised meeting room 
was created in the studio portion of the building and a young citizen raised the funds and 
constructed a handicap access concrete walkway to the outside entrance of the new 
meeting room. 


We have engaged a firm which provides us with a financial manager and direction for 
continuous savings; and we have chosen a firm to review our insurance needs for both 
health insurance and our liability and property insurance to protect our assets. 


One of which, the Wason Pond Dam, has been approved by the Department of 
Environmental Services and a new dry hydrant for fire protection was constructed in the 
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pond. Our Historical Society gave a portion toward the restoration of our Chickering & 
Sons Grand Piano that has graced Stevens Memorial Hall for years. With the help of 
Brian Grindrod of East Coast Piano, Haverhill Road, Chester, and additional grants from 
various parties, the Town realized it owned a valuable asset. And, not to leave our 
agricultural heritage for last, we established an Agricultural Commission which has been 
responsible for developing a farmer’s market and has furthered the promotion of farming 
in our community. 


All in all it has been a productive year, and we plan to continue the progress.

Road maintenance costs will rise. 

Snow removal will become more difficult, take longer, and be more costly. 

More sand and salt will be required to treat the roads resulting in increased costs. 
Damage to Town vehicles and residents’ vehicles will result due to poor road conditions. 
Poor pont conditions will reduce property values. 


Every year the roads are not addressed, the cost to repair them will go up. 





Road Construction Terms 


Rebuilding the road requires digging out 4 feet of roadbed and rebuilding it from 
scratch. Costs include engineering, materials, construction, drainage, culverts, and 


guardrails. 


Shim & Overlay requires a shim layer of pavement to be put down to level out potholes, 
cracks and any uneven areas within the roadway. Shimming ensures that water can 
drain properly across the roadway. Once shimmed, a 1-1/2” overlay of asphalt is applied 
to the top of the existing road. 


Reclaim & Pave refers to grinding up 6” to 8” of roadbed and reclaiming the gravel and 
asphalt which is then ground and remixed into new material. It is graded and 
compacted in the road bed and paved over again.

MANAGEMENT’S DISCUSSION AND ANALYSIS 


As management of the Town of Chester, we offer readers this narrative overview and 
analysis of the financial activities of the Town for the fiscal year ended June 30, 2011. 


A. OVERVIEW OF THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


This discussion and analysis is intended to serve as an introduction to the basic 
financial statements. The basic financial statements are comprised of three com- 
ponents: (1) government-wide financial statements, (2) fund financial statements, 
and (3) notes to financial statements. This report also contains other supplemen- 
tary information in addition to the basic financial statements themselves. 


Government-wide financial statements. The government-wide financial state- 
ments are designed to provide readers with a broad overview of our finances in 
a manner similar to a private-sector business. 


The Statement of Net Assets presents information on all assets and liabilities, 
with the difference between the two reported as net assets. Over time, increases 
or decreases in net assets may serve as a useful indicator of whether the finan- 
Cial position is improving or deteriorating. 


The Statement of Activities presents information showing how the government’s 
net assets changed during the most recent fiscal year. All changes in net assets 

| are reported as soon as the underlying event giving rise to the change occurs, 

| regardless of the timing of related cash flows. Thus, revenues and expenses are 

| reported in this statement for some items that will only result in cash flows in future 
fiscal periods (e.g., uncollected taxes and earned but unused vacation leave). 


The governmental activities include general government, public safety, highways 
and streets, sanitation, health, welfare, culture and recreation, and conservation. 


| 
| 

| The government-wide financial statements are designed to include not only the 
| Town of Chester itself (known as the primary government), but also any legally 
separate entities for which it is financially accountable (known as component 

| units). The Town of Chester has one such unit, the Spring Hill Farm Trust that 
. was established to administer the daily functions of the Spring Hill Farm which 

| was donated to the Town by Ms. Muriel Church. 


Fund financial statements. A fund is a grouping of related accounts that is 
used to maintain control over resources that have been segregated for specific 
activities or objectives. Fund accounting is used to ensure and demonstrate 
compliance with finance-related legal requirements. All of the funds can be 
divided into two categories: governmental funds and fiduciary funds. 


Governmental funds. Governmental funds are used to account for essentially 
the same functions reported as governmental activities in the government-wide 
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. FINANCIAL HIGHLIGHTS 


financial statements. However, unlike the government-wide financial statements, 
governmental fund financial statements focus on near-term inflows and outflows 
of spendable resources, as well as on balances of spendable resources available 
at the end of the fiscal year. Such information may be useful in evaluating a 
government's near-term financing requirements. 


Because the focus of governmental funds is narrower than that of the government- 
wide financial statements, it is useful to compare the information presented for 
governmental funds with similar information presented for governmental activities 
in the government-wide financial statements. By doing so, readers may better 
understand the long-term impact of the government's near-term financing deci- 
sions. Both the governmental fund balance sheet and the governmental fund 
Statement of revenues, expenditures, and changes in fund balances provide a 
reconciliation to facilitate this comparison between governmental funds and 
governmental activities. 


An annual appropriated budget is adopted for the general fund. A budgetary 
comparison statement has been provided for the general fund to demonstrate 
compliance with this budget. 


Fiduciary funds. Fiduciary funds are used to account for resources held for the 
benefit of parties outside the government. Fiduciary funds are not reflected in the 
government-wide financial statements because the resources of those funds are 
not available to support the Town’s own programs. 


Notes to financial statements. The notes provide additional information that is 
essential to a full understanding of the data provided in the government-wide and 
fund financial statements. 


Other information. In addition to the basic financial statements and accom- 
panying notes, this report also presents certain required supplementary infor- 
mation which is required to be disclosed by accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 





e As of the close of the current fiscal year, the total of assets exceeded liabili- 
ties by $ 15,118,021 (i.e., net assets), a change of $ (149,655) in comparison 
to the prior year. 


e As of the close of the current fiscal year, governmental funds reported com- 
bined ending fund balances of $ 2,610,265, a change of $ 33,030 in compari- 
son to the prior year. 


e At the end of the current fiscal year, unassigned fund balance for the general 
fund was $ 916,055, a change of $ (105,522) in comparison to the prior year. 


e Total long-term debt (i.e., bonds payable) at the close of the current fiscal year 
was $ 1,475,000, a change of $ (400,000) in comparison to the prior year.

As noted earlier, net assets may serve over time as a useful indicator of a gov- 
ernment's financial position. At the close of the most recent fiscal year, total net 
assets were $ 15,118,021, a change of $ (149,655) from the prior year. 


The largest portion of net assets $ 12,733,441 reflects our investment in Capital 
assets (e.g., land, buildings, machinery, equipment, and infrastructure), less any 
related debt used to acquire those assets that is still outstanding. These capital 
assets are used to provide services to citizens; consequently, these assets are 
not available for future spending. Although the investment in capital assets is 
reported net of related debt, it should be noted that the resources needed to 
repay this debt must be provided from other sources, since the Capital assets 
themselves cannot be used to liquidate these liabilities. 


An additional portion of net assets $ 1,413,193 represents resources that are 
subject to external restrictions on how they may be used. The remaining balance 
of unrestricted net assets $ 971,387 may be used to meet the government’s 
ongoing obligations to citizens and creditors. 


Governmental activities. Governmental activities for the year resulted in a 


change in net assets of $ (149,655). Key elements of this change are as follows:

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D. FINANCIAL ANALYSIS OF THE GOVERNMENT’S FUNDS 


As noted earlier, fund accounting is used to ensure and demonstrate compliance 
with finance-related legal requirements. 


Governmental funds. The focus of governmental funds is to provide infor- 
mation on near-term inflows, outflows, and balances of spendable resources. 
Such information is useful in assessing financing requirements. In particular, 
unassigned fund balance may serve as a useful measure of a government's net 
resources available for spending at the end of the fiscal year. 


As of the end of the current fiscal year, governmental funds reported combined 


ending fund balances of $ 2,610,265, a change of $ 33,030 in comparison to the 
prior year. Key elements of this change are as follows:

In fiscal year 2011, the Town implemented Governmental Accounting Standards 
Board Statement #54 Fund Balance Reporting and Governmental Fund Type 
Definitions. In general, amounts previously reported as undesignated fund 
balance, are now reported as unassigned fund balance. Full definitions of all 
fund balance classifications can be found in the notes to the financial statements. 
Additionally, amounts previously reported in capital reserve funds, are now 
required to be presented as committed fund balance in the general fund. 


The general fund is the chief operating fund. At the end of the current fiscal year, 
unassigned fund balance of the general fund was $ 916,055, while total fund bal- 
ance was $ 1,449,423. As a measure of the general fund’s liquidity, it may be 
useful to compare both unassigned fund balance and total fund balance to total 
general fund expenditures. Refer to the table below.

Total investment in capital assets for governmental activities at 
year-end amounted to $ 14,208,441 (net of accumulated depreciation), a change 
of $ (822,238) from the prior year. This investment in capital assets includes land, 
buildings improvements, and machinery and equipment. 


Major capital asset events during the current fiscal year included the following: 
e Total current year depreciation expense of $ (822,238).

Change in credit rating. During the fiscal year, the Moody’s credit rating 
changed from Aa3 to A1. 


Long-term debt. At the end of the current fiscal year, total bonded debt out- 
standing was $ 1,475,000, all of which was backed by the full faith and credit 
of the government.

Budget Committee Report 


The Budget Committee has completed their review of the proposed budget and warrant 
articles that contain an appropriation. The 2012-2013 requested budget that the Board of 
Selectmen submitted to the Budget Committee for their review in the amount of 
$3,675,043 at first glance appears to be a $50,241 decrease from the current budget (- 
0.13%). However, when we looked at the budget before debt there is actually a $202,628 
increase over the current budget. This represents a 6.6% increase in the portion of the 
budget not already approved by the voters (debt service). The Budget Committee feels 
that this is too much new spending to ask for in one year when there is also a potential 
additional $6,408,804 in spending to be raised from taxation on the warrant. 


After reviewing the increases the Budget Committee felt that keeping the spending 
increase closer to 3% would be a more reasonable request to make of the taxpayers. After 
reviewing each line the Budget Committee is recommending a budget of $3,580,921.00. 
This represents a 3.5% increase of additional spending before debt service. 


One of the most significant increases in spending requests was in the General 
Government Buildings budget. This budget alone originally accounted for $67,977 in 
additional spending. While the Budget Committee understands the importance of 
maintaining the Town’s assets, it could not recommend some of the planned repairs and 
renovations within the operating budget. The Budget Committee did recommend the 
engineering work for the Edwards Mill Dam being mindful of the possible penalties 
associated with not bringing the dam into compliance. It was the hope of the Budget 
Committee that the Board of Selectmen would bring the other major repair and 
renovation projects forward to the voters in the form of a warrant article. This would give 
the residents the opportunity to understand the scope of the work, the necessity of and the 
costs associated with each as well as the chance to question and debate them in a public 
forum. 


The following are some other major lines where the Budget Committee could not 
recommend the requested increases: 


e Contracted Minutes. The proposed budgeted amount remains at the current 
years’ level. 

e Salary Pool. The Selectmen requested a 3% increase for salaries. The Budget 
Committee feels that a 1.5% increase is more in line with what other towns and 
unions are requesting. 

e Contracted Finance Director. In 2011/2012, it was decided by the Selectmen to 
eliminate the full time Finance Director position and hire a part time contracted 
Director. Currently $35,000 has been appropriated. The Budget Committee is 
recommending $54,080.00 for the 2012/2013 fiscal year. This amount represents 
sixteen hours per week of contracted services whereas the Board of Selectmen 
requested funds for twenty hours per week.

e General Government Buildings. As stated above, $30,700 for the engineering 
of the Edwards Mill Dam repairs has been placed in this budget. The Budget 
Committee has recommended an 18% increase in this budget over the current 
fiscal year rather than the 38% requested. 

e Highway. The winter maintenance lines have been budgeted the same as the 
current fiscal year. The Winter Maintenance Fund still has a balance of $85,000 
should next winter bring unusually severe weather. 

e Library. The library requested an appropriation of $111,288. After discussing 
the estimated Trust Fund interest with the Town Trustees, it was determined that 
the Library Trustees estimated income for next year was too low and should be 
left at the current level. The proposed budget for the next fiscal year is $108,188. 


All of the remaining warrant articles with an appropriation have been recommended by 
the Budget Committee with the following two exceptions: 


1. Road Improvement Bond. This article is requesting the voters to approve a 10-year 
Bond in the amount of Six Million Dollars and an additional Sixty Thousand Dollars for 
the first years’ interest. The average annual cost to each household would be just over 
$460 (on a home with a valuation of $300,000), and a total cost of just over $4,600 per 
household over the 10-year life of the bond. After several discussions the Budget 
Committee decided it could not recommend this warrant article. 


2. Class 8 Dump Truck for the Highway Department. The Budget Committee did not 
receive sufficient supporting documentation as to the cost effectiveness of this piece of : 
equipment to receive the Committee’s support. 


We welcome the responsibility of assisting Chester’s taxpayers through our review of the 
operating budget, warrant articles, and bond requests. It is always our goal to carry out 
this review effectively, professionally, and in a fiscally responsible manner. As always, 
we welcome your attendance and input at our Budget Committee meetings. If you have 
any questions, please feel free to contact any of the Committee members.

2011 brought us a very busy summer with the State-mandated purge of the Checklist 
which proved to show some 400+ registered voters met the purge requirements of not 
having voted in any election in the past six (6) years. All 400+ voters were mailed a 
letter explaining the process asking them to contact us if they wished to remain on our 
Checklist. These residents were given 30 days to respond; and those who did not, were 
removed from the Checklist in August. Those who were removed from the Checklist 
simply need to come into Town Hall at 84 Chester Street, Chester, and re-register to vote 
to be put back on the Checklist. 


We presently have 3,016 registered voters in Chester. Of those voters, 555 are registered 
Democrats, 1,284 are registered Republicans and 1,177 are Undeclared. For anyone who 
wants to register to vote, you may do so at any time at the Town Clerk’s Office during 
her regular business hours. During the year, we have several sessions when you may 
come in to register to vote or change party as well. Those sessions are posted at the 
Town Hall, Post Office, Channel 20, Tri-Town Times or on the Sign in the center of 
Town. You may also register to vote on the day of any election, but you are not allowed 
to change party on that day. _—‘ Please bring your driver’s license, birth certificate or 
passport to prove citizenship and proof that you live in Chester. 


2012 will also be a very busy year for us with five (5) scheduled elections. There was a 
Presidential Primary Election on January 10", School Deliberative Session on February 
8" School Election on March 13", and Town Elections is on May 8", Town Meeting on 
May 12", State Primary Election on September 11" and the Presidential Election is on 
November 6". 


We would like to thank all of our ballot clerks for their many hours of service on election 
day and Barbara Gagnon for always being there keeping everything and everyone in line.

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Finance Department 


I am pleased to submit the Annual Report of the Finance Department for the Town of Chester to 
taxpayers and residents. The Department realized some significant changes within the past year 
as the Board of Selectmen outsourced the overall financial management functions of the 
Department to the accounting firm, Coppola Rockburn. In the spring of 2011, the Board and the 
firm worked together to establish goals in the area of financial management, timely reporting and 
internal control improvements for the department. The firm brings many years of experience in 
municipal finance and management to the Town, it has been a pleasure to work with the staff and 
elected officials. 


The Finance Department is charged with the management of all financial matters of the Town 
from vendor payments, payroll processing, cash management and account reconciliation to 
establishing internal control procedures thereby mitigating financial risk for the community. 
Preparation for the annual audit and property tax rate setting was completed during the months of 
August and September; submission of the annual financial report (MS-5) to the New Hampshire 
Department of Revenue occurred in September which allowed for the timely setting of property 
tax rates. 


In the fall of 2011, the New Hampshire Department of Revenue introduced a new online 
interactive system for setting property tax rates. In an effort to promote transparency in a more 
efficient manner, appointments are scheduled online and rates are set by telephone conference. 
Due to the dedicated work in the assessing and tax office, the tax rate was set on October 20, 
2011 allowing for bills to be printed and mailed before the Town needed to obtain a Tax 
Anticipation Note (TAN); thus saving the interest costs from the Note. Stringent cash flow 
management as well as continued cooperation from the Chester School District, Treasurer and 
Town departments allowed the Town to eliminate the need for short-term borrowing. 


The Finance Department continues to work toward efficiency and transparency. Our goals 
include promoting and improving the financial management of the Town; increasing the 
productivity of the department; strengthening internal control; and updating and establishing 
proper financial policies and procedures while facilitating the professional growth of the 
dedicated staff, 


I wish to acknowledge and thank the Town’s Bookkeeper, Marianne Duffy, and all departments 
for their patience and cooperation during this transitional period.

Treasurer’s Report 


I was elected to the Treasurer’s position at the last annual elections. The transition from 
the past Treasurer, Don Parnell, took place over several weeks following the elections. 
Don was very helpful in explaining procedures that were currently in place. By the 
beginning of the new fiscal year in July, 2011, all accounts had been transferred to my 
custody. 


At the beginning of July, I appointed a new deputy, Emily Haswell. Emily had been the 
School District Treasurer and the Town’s Deputy Treasurer for many years. I was 
pleased that Emily was willing to continue in the role of Deputy. 


The Treasurer has duties and responsibilities established by State statute. RSA 41:29 
provides, in part, that: 


e The Town Treasurer shall have custody of all monies belonging to the Town, and 
shall pay out the same only upon orders of the Selectmen. 


e The Treasurer shall deposit all such monies in participation units of the New 
Hampshire Public Deposit Investment Pool (NHPDIP) or federally insured banks 
chartered under the laws of the State of New Hampshire. 


e The Treasurer shall keep in suitable books provided for that purpose a fair and 
correct account of all sums received into and paid from the Town accounts, 
including monthly reconciliations to the bank statements and to other officials’ 
accounts (general ledgers). 


In addition to these duties listed above, the Treasurer has the responsibility to maximize 
the earnings on the balances of the Town accounts while maintaining enough liquidity to 
meet the obligations of the Town. At times, the balance in the general fund can be 
substantial (when semi-annual property taxes are collected); and at other times, cash on 
hand can be low. With careful oversight, the Town was able to meet all of it obligations 
without borrowing money in anticipation of property tax collections last Fall. 


Interest rates, and consequently interest earnings, continued at the historic low levels over 
the past year. Interest rates are predicted to remain at the near-zero rate into 2014. 
Because the investments of the Town must be 100% guaranteed, our interest earnings 
will remain low in the coming year. 


Beginning in July, 2011, Joanne Smith, the Town’s interim Finance Director, reviewed 
and reconciled all of the cash accounts and provided the necessary documents to the 
Treasurer authorizing any outstanding transfers. I am pleased to report that all cash 
accounts are in balance and all outstanding transfers have been made. 


As I stated above, the Treasurer is responsible for depositing all monies collected by the 
Town into the bank. Some years ago, a policy was established whereby all monies 
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Treasurer's Report - Page 2 of 2 


collected by departments would be delivered to the Town Clerk, Barbara Gagnon. 
Barbara reconciles the monies collected by departments, prepares the bank deposits, and 
reports these deposits to the Finance Department, which, in turn, gets reported to the 
Treasurer. The deposits are taken to the bank daily by the Police Department. One might 
think that this is a small task, but one would be wrong. The Town currently has 15 
separate accounts that deposits are made into through the Town Clerk. I want to thank 
Barbara for taking on this responsibility and for doing such a great job. 


During my first year as Treasurer, I observed the procedures that are currently in place in 
regard to the handling of the Town’s cash. Over the next year, some changes will be 
made, including but not limited to: 


e Create a Town Investment Policy (or review of the current policy if one 
exists) and review, amend, and have it approved by the Board of 
Selectmen annually. 


e Institute stronger fraud prevention on all Town accounts, to prevent 
electronic fraud. 


e Require transfer authorizations before payments will be made from the 
General Fund on behalf of departments (authorizations for transfers from 
department revolving accounts). 


¢ Consolidate some accounts where appropriate. 


I would like to thank the Finance Department, Joanne Smith, Interim Finance Director, 
and Marianne Duffy, Bookkeeper, for their assistance and patience during my first year 
in this position. 


I would also like to thank all the Chester Citizens who supported me in the 2011 
elections. The position requires a much higher level of training and expertise in this 
sometimes challenging electronic world that we live in than it did 10 years ago when | 
held this position.

Trustees of the Trust Funds 


Annual Report 
March 14 2012 


Your Trustees of Chester’s Trust Funds meet regularly throughout the year to monitor the 
performance of the trust funds and capital reserve funds that are invested to the benefit of various 
town departments and organizations. These funds are invested in accordance with the RSAs of 
the State of New Hampshire as well as the investment policies of the Town of Chester. 


The board works with, and is advised by, an accredited professional financial firm to make 
certain that any new trust funds are promptly set up in accordance with State laws and that any 
additional funds coming forward to the benefit of any existing trust fund are promptly invested to 
provide the maximum, prudent available return, while striving to also provide capital 
preservation. The board also files annual reports with the State of New Hampshire, and provides 
complete information on the funds to the Board of Selectmen through the Town’s Finance 
Director, the Budget Committee and to the Town’s auditing firm. We have been, and will 
continue to be, available to the trust fund beneficiaries as well as the general public throughout 
the year. 


During the past year, the value of the trust funds has continued to increase due largely to the 
capital appreciation of the equity investment component of the portfolio. However, almost all of 
the trust fund and capital reserve fund revenue comes from interest on the fixed income and 
money market components of the trust fund investments. Since interest rates have continued to 
remain low throughout the past year and the Federal Reserve has committed to keep them low, 
the distribution of revenue for the fiscal year 2011-2012 is expected to remain relatively 
unchanged. 


This past summer, the Trustees welcomed the addition of Lorna Hazelton, who joined the 
Trustees of the Trust Fund filling a vacant position.

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Assessing Department 


The Assessing department is responsible for measuring the value of real property and 
ensuring that owners of such property pay their fair and equitable share of the tax burden 
based upon those values. When upgrades or downgrades are made to a property, it 
changes the value of that property. A reassessment must be made to determine the new 
value of the property. In this way, it ensures all homeowners are paying their fair and 
equitable share of the tax burden. Changes occur when a building permit is pulled, a 
subdivision is approved or when a land use changes. These types of changes happen 
yearly, and we reassess those properties every year as of April Ist. 


Most recently, we have been finishing up our town-wide revaluation. At the least, every 
five years all towns in New Hampshire are required to undergo a revaluation. We were 
required to revalue by September of 2011, which we completed. What this means is that 
all homes were reassessed and have been brought to 100% of market value. We used a 
statistical update to meet the State’s requirement of revaluation. To perform a statistical 
revaluation, only homes that had sold in the past two years were visited and new values 
were generated based on the data gathered. The new data was then applied to all other 
properties in town. All new assessments are listed online and can be viewed at:

Municipal Resources, Inc. continues to be our contracted assessing firm on a limited, 
part-time basis. Scott Marsh is assigned as our primary assessing agent. He now 
performs only the more advanced assessing procedures and training supervision for the 
continued advancement of our assessing staff. 


It is requested that if the appraisers come to your property, you support our efforts to 
keep assessments equitable and correct by answering their questions and allowing them 
to measure and list (describe) your structures. If you have any questions or concerns, 
please feel free to call or come into the office, and we will be happy to answer and assist! 
Please be aware that the assessing staff is out of the office at times to conduct property 
inspections and information may not be available immediately. If we are unavailable, a 
request can be left and we will FAX or e-mail upon our return to the office.

Did you know that on March 8, 1955 the Board of Selectmen appointed the first Town of Chester 
Planning Board, consisting of one selectman and four citizens? The members were: Albert 
Warren, Ewart Lyons, Earle Dearborn, Paul Nutting and Harry Roberts, Selectman. At Town 
Meeting in 1960, voters approved the formation of the official Town of Chester Planning Board 
and the first zoning ordinance. 


Southern New Hampshire Planning Commission (SNHPC) 


The Planning Board continues to work with SNHPC on the Town of Chester Master Plan. Over 
the past year the Planning Board, with assistance from SNHPC, updated the Demographic 
chapter of the Master Plan and is currently working on updating the Community Facilities 
chapter. Utilizing a grant SNHPC received, a chapter on energy was added to the Master Plan, 
and the newly formed Agricultural Commission has asked the Planning Board to add a chapter 
on agriculture. Once the Master Plan is updated, the Planning Board will hold a public hearing 
before adoption. 


In the meantime, the Planning Board will continue to work with SNHPC on the Capital 
Improvements Program (CIP). 


In the year ahead the Planning Board will continue to take advantage of the services provided by 
SNHPC, particularly its professional planning services, given the impending widening of I-93 
and its expected impact on Chester. Chester has two (2) seats on the SNHPC. Jean Methot is 
currently one of the representatives and the other seat is currently vacancy. Anyone interested in 
becoming a member should contact Jean. 


Impact Fees 
In the year ahead the Planning Board also intends to develop an impact fee methodology for the 


Police and Fire Departments to help offset the cost of improvements that have been identified 
and will be scheduled as part of the Capital Improvements Program. 


Warrant Article for Impact Fees 


The Planning Board will be submitting a warrant article to raise and appropriate the sum of eight 
thousand dollars ($8,000) for the completion of an impact fee methodology study for the police 
and fire departments. The Planning Board will use these funds to pay Southern NH Planning 
Commission to create the methodology for assessing the impact fees. 


Engineering Study for North Pond Road 


The Planning Board has completed the preliminary engineering study at the intersection of North 
Pond Road and NH Route 102. The study analyzed the current and projected traffic conditions 
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at the intersection to help determine if improvements are necessary to maintain acceptable levels 
of safety and service. Based on the preliminary findings of the study, improvements to the 
intersection should be developed and analyzed. The engineering study has been forwarded to the 
NH Department of Transportation for their review to see if additional information is needed in 
the event the Town requests State Highway Aid.

The Zoning Board meets on the third Tuesday of the month at the Town Municipal Complex. 
The office hours are presently 8:30am to 12:30 pm Wednesday and Friday. Applications can 
be picked up in the ZBA or the Building Inspector’s office or can be printed from the Town’s 
website. If you have questions, you may contact the office at 887-4343.

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Village Cemetery Report 2011 


This year, the Trustees and staff have worked hard at the maintenance and expansion projects for 
our Cemeteries. The projects started at Sanborn Cemetery on Freemont Road by repairing ten 
stones, replacing bases on many, cutting brush, and removing one of the trees in front of the 
Cemetery that was dead and endangering stones from falling branches. The rest of the stones 
were able to be placed back in their bases and re-supported. 


The expansion project at North Chester Cemetery is well underway. Darrell Quinn, Great Hill 
Cemetery Trustee, assisted us with an overlay that documented how many rows are able to be 
marked out and how many plots per row there will be. The Village Cemetery Trustees wish to 
thank Darrell for offering his services. Additionally, the gate was removed, washed, and stained. 
We have cleared and graded the property so it is fairly flat, removed a large amount of rocks, and 
installed row markers to identify the beginning and end of each row. There are a total of 365 new 
lots and currently 352 lots vacant for purchase. To purchase lot(s), please call one of the Village 
Cemetery Trustees for information. 


During the past year, there were four new cemeteries identified to the Trustees. Added to our list 
of cemetery properties are the following: First, there is the Osgood Cemetery on Wells Village 
Road. Second is on Lane Road known as the Ware Family. Third is on Lane Road called Lane 
Road Cemetery. Finally, the fourth cemetery is the Baptist Cemetery off of Halls Village Road. 
We have been told of a Cemetery on Chester Rod & Gun Club Road that we will be looking for 
in the spring. 


During the summer of 2011, we started to remove the section of fence at the Village Cemetery 
along Rt. 102. At first glance, we thought we could stain and repair what was broken; but the 
fence has not had a lot of repair work done to it for a long time. Instead, we had to take it apart, 
strip it of paint, and replace damaged trim boards and a few of the 4x4’s. During this winter, we 
were able to remove eight (8) sections of the fence and do the aforementioned repairs. If the 
weather holds out, we will be putting the fence up at the end of February or the beginning of 
March 2012. The last six (6) sections will be completed after our new budget is in place after 
July 1°, 2012.

Report for Calendar Year Ending 2011 


Eighteen years and counting. It is amazing how time flies when 
you are having fun. It seems like yesterday I was sitting in the 
basement of the Town Hall handwriting reports, qualifying with 
my .357 revolver, and training with my PR-24 night stick. We finally got out of 
the cellar and moved to the old elementary school where we are located now. 
Would you believe we have been here for over ten years? Technology has 
changed significantly, and the Police Department has made every effort to keep up 
with it. Our vehicles are maintained better than they have ever been. We are now 
using better weapons and equipment. Our Officers are trained better than they 
ever have been. We are getting more impaired drivers off the road and solving 
more cases than we ever have. It is exciting to be a part of all these positive 
changes to the Chester Police Department. I know that when I finally decide to 
retire that I will have left the Department a better place than when I arrived. 
Again, I would like to thank the townspeople for believing in me and for 
supporting me as your Chief of Police. I cannot do it without you! 





There have been a few changes in personnel over the past year. Officer Sean St. 
Onge left the Department and moved south to pursue other interests. Officer 
Andrew DiPerri has replaced St. Onge. DiPerri graduated from the New 
Hampshire Police Academy in December and will be on the road by the time this 
report is published. Nicholas McLellan has been hired part time to fill in the gap 
of two officers who left in 2011. Sgt. Berube has been promoted to Lieutenant. 
He is an invaluable employee who works hard, trains hard, and does not leave the 
Town until the job is done. He is a great right-hand man, and he exceeds all of the 
qualifications of his new position. In all, besides me, we have five full-time 
officers and six part-time officers. Barring any personnel issues, we are still 
providing a midnight shift seven days a week. It is amazing to see the amount of 
activity out there that we were missing, especially impaired drivers and drug and 
alcohol related incidents. 


Chester is not the quiet town it used to be. Unfortunately, this Town suffers from 
the same types of crime that the bigger communities do, but just in a smaller 
frequency. This past year, the Chester Police Department has dealt with many 
serious crimes including drug and weapons violations. It would make your head 
spin if you saw the amount of guns, drugs, and alcohol that are seized from motor 
vehicle stops or calls for service. We are quickly running out of room to store 
these items in our evidence room. 
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Calls dealing with mental illness are on the rise and the Department is constantly 
training and reading up to keep up with the new laws and methods to approach 
these sensitive issues. These situations are not easy to deal with; but with the 
proper training and compassion for these individuals, we will see better results 
than we have in the past. Times are still tough for many people and the stress can 
lead to the increased use of alcohol, drugs, and mental issues as well as domestic 
violence. It can happen to any of us. If for some reason anyone needs help in one 
of the above areas, please call me. I can provide many resources to get you back 
on the right track. We are here to help. 


My officers and I have recently heard some comments on our increased vehicle 
enforcement efforts on our town roads. Some negative, but mostly positive. 
When we are not answering calls or patrolling, we are actively enforcing the rules 
of the road. We not only look for speeders but safety violations and impaired 
driving as well. I am sure there is not a day that goes by that you do not see our 
blue lights flashing somewhere in Town. Please feel safe in the fact that our 
officers are out there to protect the lives and safety of the public. That means you! 
I understand that nobody likes to be pulled over; but I can assure you that if you 
have been, the next time you see a police cruiser you will automatically look at 
your speedometer and hit your breaks. It is a win-win situation for everybody. 


Officer Bouchard teaches D.A.R.E. at the Chester Academy and has done so since 
2007. The Chester Police Department has provided education through the 
D.A.R.E. Program for about 20 years. Our Officers are encouraged to interact 
with the youth of Chester whenever they can. I am involved with Read Across 
America and attend the Chester Academy Mid-Winter Mingle every year. We 
also host many Boy Scout and Girl Scout Meetings at our Police Station. It is a 
great venue to get to know the local youth as well as their parents. 


Lt. Berube has completed the second year of the Leadership Institute and has 
graduated. He received a certificate from Antioch College for his participation in 
the program. He has also taken part in the FBI LEEDA leadership program. Other 
courses taken by our officers include Firearms Instructor, Shotgun Instructor, 
Defensive Tactics Instructor, Taser Instructor, O.C. Instructor, Simunitions, CPR, 
and legal updates. We are constantly offering training to our officers in order to 
keep up with the many changes that occur in our profession from year to year. 


I hold the position of Chairman of the Highway Safety Committee and sit on the 
Boards of the Chester Joint Loss Management Committee, Hazardous Mitigation 
Committee, the Chester Academy Safety Committee, and the Bullying Committee. 
I am also looking into producing a monthly show for the local cable channel 
dealing with police issues on the local level. I truly enjoy getting my hands dirty 
and keeping my finger on the pulse of this great little Town.

The Chester Fire Department is staffed by two full-time firefighter/EMTs; namely, Fire 
Chief Richard Antoine and Lieutenant Kevin Wunderly. They provide station coverage 
in staggered shifts between the hours of 7:30 am and 6:00 pm from Monday through 
Friday. Thirty-one active members serve the community as certified firefighters and 
EMTs on a paid-per call basis 24/7. We train every Tuesday night and every other 
Sunday morning. We meet once a month to discuss Department business. 


Our call frequency continues to increase, with more than half of our calls being medical. 
The remainder of our calls consists of building fires, hazardous materials incidents, motor 
vehicle accidents and service calls. 


Last year at Town Meeting, the taxpayers voted to approve the purchase of a combination 
engine pumper/ladder truck called a Quint. This new vehicle was put into service in 
August and has proven to be a very valuable asset to the Town. This is now our first due 
to respond to all fire-related calls. The Rescue truck, which was purchased in 2010, 
continues to provide Advance Life Support (ALS) to the residents of the Town. This 
vehicle has produced revenue for the Town of over $8,000 year-to-date. 


In providing ALS service to the Town, I would like to congratulate Lieutenant Kevin 
Wunderly on receiving his certification as a Paramedic. This involved hundreds of hours 
of class work, clinicals, ride time, studying and testing to achieve this recognition. 


This past year, the Fire Department has received multiple grants. We received a forestry 
grant which allowed us to purchase a portable tank and pump to be installed on our gator, 
which is called a skid. Another grant award was for $41,650.00 and will allow us to 
replace our 30+-year-old battery-operated vehicle extrication tool (Jaws of Life). 


Volunteerism continues to be a major asset to the Fire Department. I would like to thank 
the members of the Chester Fire Department for their hundreds of hours of dedication to 
the Department and the residents of our Town. Our members provide the Town with on- 
call coverage for emergency calls, commit to training every week, and many volunteer 
their time at the station. 


We get many inquiries about what it takes to join the Fire Department. All candidates 
must be a resident of Chester or live within a one-mile radius of the Town line. Each 
candidate receives a thorough background check and must pass a drug test and a DOT 
physical. Candidates then have an interview with the officers and then all probationary 
members are required to attain either their fire or their EMT certification within the first 
year of membership. 
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I would also like to thank Chief Burke and the officers of the Chester Police Department 
for continuing to support a strong, working relationship with the Fire Department. [| 
would also like to thank Road Agent Mike Olsen and the Highway Department for their 
availability and dedication to assist in any way. The professionalism and teamwork of 
these departments provides a better outcome for the safety of our residents. 


In closing, I would like to personally thank all of the dedicated men and women who give 
up much of their limited and valuable personal time to the Department in training, 
community service, and call response. They are your friends, your neighbors or even 
members of your family. They work hard to keep our community safe, often putting 
themselves at risk. When you see a member, past or present, take a moment to thank 


them for their service.

Building Official / Code Enforcement Department 


I wish to acknowledge, with the greatest of respect, those many builders, trade 
professionals, contractors and members of the community that have reached out 
welcoming my presence. It is with this help that I know that I can make an effective 
difference with respect to my role. As the building official, I seek to provide for the 
protection of health, safety and welfare of all of the members of the community through 
the provisions of building code and local zoning ordinances. 


I continue to maintain my certifications in residential building inspections; these are 
maintained through continuing education credits throughout the year. 


The Jenkins’ Farm Road subdivision project was approved early in 2011 by the Planning 
Board and has gotten an early start with initial building permits. The project approval 
results in 62 single-family dwellings within an open space subdivision. The first phase of 
the road network is in, and building construction activities have started. 


During 2011, over one hundred (107) new building permits were issued, resulting in the 
addition of sixteen new single-family homes. This represents a thirty percent (30%) 
increase over last year’s new housing construction starts. An additional one hundred 
sixty (160) associated trades permits were also issued during 2011. With the active 
carry-over permitting from the previous year, nearly three hundred (300) permits were 
acted upon. I have added a summary table to this report for viewing of actual permit 
activities by category. The department received nearly fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) 
in permit fees last year. 


At the request of the Board of Selectmen, a retired police cruiser was assigned to the 


Building Official as the department’s vehicle. This vehicle is now the Building 
Inspector’s daily vehicle — a white 2005 Ford.

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A reminder to homeowners that a permit is required for all generator installations. 
Generators must be located such as to protect the occupants from unwanted carbon 
monoxide gas infiltrations. Proper electrical wiring must be done to insure safe and 
hazard-free installations. Everyone should strive to insure that their household 
generators are installed consistent with safe practices and compliant to code provisions.

The Committee continues to strive to achieve the goals set forth in our Mission Statement and to meet the 
requirements set forth in NH RSA 238.6. 


In order for Chester to qualify for funding from the NH Highway Safety Agency, the town must have a 
Highways Safety Committee that meets on a regular basis. It is important for the Committee to have a 
variety of viewpoints from throughout the town on road issues so residents from different sections of 
Town are encouraged to attend Committee meetings. 


Projects that receive funding from the NH Highway Safety Agency must relate directly to problems or 
potential problems that have been identified through the analysis of available traffic record data. Grants 
applied for and received in 2011 were: two (2) for DWI Hunter and State wide DWI Hunter and one (1) 
for speed enforcement, seatbelt and child restraints, etc. The Chester Police Department was very 
successful with their enforcement efforts during the grant time period. 


Officers working the speed detail focused on the Chester Academy area during the morning commute and 
high traffic areas. During the evening commute this resulted in several stops for excessive speed as well 
as other motor vehicle infractions. Officers working the DWI details were able to stop several vehicles 
resulting in an increase in DWI arrests and many summons and warnings. The roads are much safer now 
after utilizing these grants. 


Highway safety issues discussed and/or participated in this past year were as follows: 


1. Members of the Committee monitor the school bus evacuation drills held at Chester 
Academy. A report of this Committee’s observations is sent to the school and bus company 
following the drills. 

2. The review of motor vehicle crash reports that have occurred on state and local roads over the 

past year. 

Site walk to East Derry Road to make recommendations to the Board of Selectmen. 

Monitoring of parades for the Town Fair and Veterans Day Celebration. 

Monitor traffic safety issues that are connected with Halloween. 

Discuss solutions to reduce speed on state and local roads. 

Road Safety Audit for the intersection of NH Routes 102 and 121.

Road Agent 


No road improvement funding was approved at last years Town Meeting again, so the Highway 
Department went into repair/patch mode. In the last year the Highway Department, through 
diligent research, acquired assistance through the State Bridge Aid program, which resulted in 
the completion of a $300,000 new bridge (NHDOT Bridge # 147/100) on Freemont Rd over 
Towle Brook at an 80-20 match cost. As well as placed an asphalt wear coat on Hale True Rd. 
and continued with shoulder work to improve drainage and brush removal to facilitate safety and 
sight visibility as you travel the roads of Chester. This spring Lane Rd. required a lot of attention 
due to the fast melting of the frost, numerous truck loads of gravel were brought in to help 
stabilize the water soaked dirt roads. Also secured a Grant for $29,000 for Freemont Road 
Culvert Project from Fema, just waiting on the Town to match the required funds 


Our intention is to continue to follow through with the previous road work repair warrant articles 
that we have brought up at the previous town meeting that did not pass. Our road infrastructure 
is starting to fail at an alarming pace, patching potholes is equivalent to putting a band aid on 
open heart surgery and if we do not do something soon, the cost will continue to sky rocket. 


It was a light winter as far as inches of snow was involved, but the plow guys still spent 
numerous hours keeping the roads sanded and salted to provide safe travels for the all that use 
them. Since the purchase of the new Town Truck both town employees were able to get out on 
the roads to plow, sand and salt. 


Andy Higham and Cabot Howard through University of New Hampshire Technology Transfer 
Center received certificates for Invasive Plants, Backhoe Operator Training classes. Andy has 
since qualified as Road Scholar Level I. Andy Higham and Peter Broom are scheduled for some 
continuing education this spring to expound on the already safe working practices of the 
Highway Department 


A Big thank you and found farewell to Cabot Howard for his 4 years of dedicated hard work. 
Welcome aboard to Peter Broom who transitioned over from the maintenance department.

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Recycling & Solid Waste Committee 


As always we would like to dedicate this report to the residents of Chester committed to 
protecting the environment and reducing taxes by recycling. 


In the fall of this year (2012), our municipal recycling facility & transfer station will reach 
another significant milestone — the 15" Anniversary of operations since it was opened in the fall 
of 1997. Next year’s report will include a 15-year summary of recycled tonnages and the 
cumulative savings which are expected to be well in excess of $250,000! What a long and 


winding road it has been since we _ started recycling almost three decades 
ago.

Before we review this past year’s activity report, we would like to take this opportunity to 
summarize the Town’s involvement in recycling. It started back in the 1980s when the Board of 
Selectmen (BOS) were faced with dwindling landfill space and the legislated inevitability that 
the Town’s landfill would have to be closed. Put up for a vote, the residents decided in favor of 
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adopting mandatory recycling. Over the decades, the recycling policy has been administered and 
optimized by the BOS to take advantage of additional cost-saving opportunities. 


In general, the majority of residents who use our facility abide by the policy. Many not only 
embrace it, but do a very conscientious and outstanding job of recycling. Occasionally, there are 
a few folks who do not want to cooperate with the policy. These people should not argue with or 
berate the transfer station attendants. If someone does not like the policy, then there are 
numerous other options for services, at personal expense, to handle their waste disposal needs. 


We would like to take this opportunity to review the most common issues requiring attention by 
our attendants: 


Please pre-sort recyclables at home before coming to the transfer station. Lengthy blocking of 
a full lane of traffic to sort through recyclables is not appropriate. 


Please remove the lids, rinse out, and crush plastics (to a practical extent). Plastics, especially 
soda bottles with lids cannot be compacted, and hauling big steel containers full of mostly air is 
getting more and more expensive! 


Please rinse & crush cans (to a practical extent) for the same reason listed above. 


Please break down cardboard boxes at home. Besides holding up other residents, breaking 
down boxes still containing random foam peanuts and debris makes a mess for others to clean 


up. 


Please use clear bags only for trash. Semi-opaque white, blue, green, or any other colors do not 
qualify as clear bags! 


2011 Transfer Station Summary 


In 2011, the facility’s waste stream totaled 884 tons, of which 330 tons were recycled. Of these 
330 tons, 247 tons were kitchen* (household) recyclables (see the list below). This year the 
average profit for recycling these kitchen recyclables was $27.11 per ton, versus a cost of 
$116.22 per ton for the compactor solid waste disposal. As a result, the recycling program 
resulted in a net savings of at least $28,718. This is a significant amount of savings, 
considering that the total disposal cost of the 554 tons of solid waste that went into the 
compactor was $64,400. 


Overall, 37.3% percent of the Transfer Station’s waste stream was recycled. While this is 
commendable, it is still short of the 40% minimum standard recommended by the EPA. From 
observing what goes into the trash compactor, we believe there are two areas for improvement. 
The first is more diligent sorting out of mixed paper. The second is backyard composting of 
specific kitchen and table scraps. These two items could reduce the waste stream by another 10 
to 20%.

The Committee continues to focus on finding ways to control operating expenses and improve 
the recycling. The only current change of note is that the recycling of plastics will be 
expanded from #1 and #2 plastics to include #3 through #7 plastics. 


We’ve noted that some new residents do not utilize the Transfer Station and the convenience it 
provides. We encourage residents to visit the facility and to try it out. The facility is open on 
Wednesday evenings from 6:00 to 8:00 pm, and on Saturdays from 7:00 am to 2:00 pm. 


In closing, we would like to encourage any citizens with constructive ideas for improvements or 
interest in serving on the committee, to please talk to one of our Transfer Station attendants, or 
contact the Office of Selectmen at 887-4979 for information about joining our committee.

The Chester Historical Society is a non-profit membership organization that exists to 
promote the study of the history of Chester, the preservation of history through the 
collection and protection of historical matter, and supports the continuing education of 
the community of the Town’s ever evolving heritage. 


The March meeting of the Society featured our Historian, Roy Noyes, who told about his 
“book,” an ongoing project he has worked on for several years, documenting the historic 
houses in Chester. Invitations went out to those occupying these homes and some 70 
people came to find out what Roy could tell them about early owners of their properties. 


On May 23", we dedicated the horse-drawn Mail Wagon built by Walter Lane and used 
by him for many years as he delivered mail. We are grateful to the Noyes family for 
permanently loaning us this significant piece of Chester history. 


After extensive restoration at the local shop of Brian Grindrod, our Chickering Grand 
Piano was hoisted through an upper hall window and returned to Stevens Hall just in time 
for a June 12th celebration concert. The Sunday afternoon performance showcased the 
hundred-year-old instrument purchased by the Town with funds made available from the 
George Washington Stevens bequest which paid for Stevens Hall. Paul Dykstra played 
piano pieces by Bach, Mozart, Beethoven and Chopin. After an intermission we heard 
vocal selections sung by Gregory Bechtold, Lauren Batchelder, Hilary Hall, Karol 
Carroll, Charles Lindsey and Tammy Grimes, all accompanied by Katherine Southworth. 


The Chester Historical Society Booth was set up at the annual Chester Town Fair the 
weekend after Labor Day. It is always pleasant to chat about the Society and sell early 
maps and history books about Chester. This year, we featured new t-shirts depicting the 
monument and Stevens Hall copied from an original pencil drawing by Laura Wolfer. 


At our September meeting, we convened a panel of several, long-time residents who 
spoke about life in Chester in the 1940's and 1950's, a delightful occasion where many 
anecdotal stories were told. 


A bigger than ever rash of scarecrows broke out all over Town during October leading up 
to Halloween. This year we sold another 100 kits to those who were eager to design 
clever costumed characters. This has become an anticipated all-Town event and more 
kits, already on order, are in process for this coming Fall. 


Twice we sponsored programs offered by the New Hampshire Humanities Council. The 
first on October 3rd was a lecture about Colonial New Hampshire by a Dartmouth 
professor who integrated Chester history into his talk. A month later, on November 7” 
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a creative entertainer joined us from Portsmouth for Banjos Bones and Ballads and sang 
old folk songs and played several instruments. 


During the Annual Potluck Meeting in November, in addition to electing officers for the 
coming year, we began a discussion about obtaining new custom made display cabinets 
for the museum room. The first set of cabinets has been just delivered as of this writing 
in March of 2012 and will enhance our displays of historic artifacts. 


Officers for 2012 are Web Anderson, President, Vice President (vacant), Treasurer Gary 
Van Geyte, Secretary Laura Wolfer, and Historian Roy Noyes. 


The Society meets bi-monthly in January, March, May, July, September, and November 
on the fourth Monday, usually at Stevens Hall at 7 PM. Anyone interested in learning or 
contributing stories about Chester’s history are welcome. The Society's office in Stevens 
Hall is open the 2" Saturday each month from 10 AM to 2 PM.

The Commission is in need of 
additional volunteers to assist in the rapidly growing recreational needs of the 
community. Chester residents are encouraged to attend our meetings to gain an 
understanding of the ongoing work of the Commission. The Recreation Office can be 
reached at (603) 887-5773. 


PROGRAMS & ACTIVITIES 


Summer Program 

The six-week Summer Program begins the first full week in July. The program consists 
of guided children’s activities, sports, and crafts as well as weekly field trips. The six 
week program runs Monday through Friday from 8:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. for students 
entering first through eighth grade. We also offer a half-day program. The hours are 8:00 
a.m. — 12:00 p.m. There is a modest fee for this program, but no child will be turned 
away for financial reasons. Additionally, field trips are offered during the summer for all 
Chester children. We look forward to another successful summer season. 


Wason Pond Conservation & Recreation Area 

The Kids’ Fishing Derby is an organized event held annually the first weekend of June at 
the Wason Pond’s recreation area. The beach is open seasonally for families to enjoy, and 
picnic tables are available. The area is open to the public sunrise to sunset all year. The 
public is welcome to enjoy its natural beauty year round. 


Basketball Program 

Chester basketball provides a comprehensive, skills-based program in a fun-filled 
environment to over 120 children. Our players participate in the Lamprey River League 
and practice and play in both the Multi-purpose Room and Chester Academy. 


The Chester Recreational Basketball Program is open to all Chester girls and boys grades 
first through eighth. The program begins with evaluations/practices in early/mid 
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November (pre-season practices to begin mid October), games begin in early December, 
and the season concludes in mid-March. 


Soccer Club: “Chester Soccer... it Kicks” 

Chester Recreation sponsors fall and spring soccer for players U6 through U12. The 
teams hold practices and games on the town fields for both the fall and spring season. For 
more information, you can visit their website at http://www.chestersoccer.com/. 


Adult Yoga 

Again this year, we offered a yoga program that is run through the Recreation 
Department. Yoga is offered 2 or 3 days a week and has morning, afternoon and some 
evening classes. The schedule changes from season to season. The program, directed by 
Rhonda Woodward, Certified Kripalu Yoga Teacher, is designed for both beginner and 
experienced students. 


Adult Zumba 

You asked for it and you got it. Chester Recreation offers Zumba Classes. The classes 
are held Monday and Wednesday nights in the Multi-purpose Room. Our instructor 
provides many options to fit each individual level. This way, participants feel 
comfortable and receive the best workout for their individual needs. 


Adult Co-ed Volleyball 
Chester Recreation offers free adult Co-ed volleyball. It is held in the Multi-purpose 
Room every Wednesday night. All are welcome to participate and have fun. 


Multi-Purpose Room 

The Multi-purpose Room is scheduled by the Recreation Commission and is open for use 
by Town residents. There is an application and approval process coordinated through the 
Recreation Coordinator. Several recreational programs use this facility, including 
basketball, baseball, floor hockey, softball, and dances, the Senior Exercise Class, the 
Chester Mom’s Club, Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts. It is used for fundraisers for many of 
the Town’s charitable organizations and represents an invaluable resource for the 
townspeople. As it is a shared Town resource, the Recreation Commission is working 
with the Board of Selectmen to address maintenance issues with the floor. The Multi- 
purpose Room is an invaluable resource that is truly one of the busiest rooms in Town! 


Staff 

Daily responsibilities of the Recreation Coordinator include scheduling the Multi-purpose 
Room and the Community Center, coordinating field space and usage requests, 
conducting sign-ups for a variety of Recreation-sponsored programs, daily 
communication with and assisting Recreation Commissioners with their needs, planning, 
coordinating and implementing new programs along with the summer program, as well as 
meeting the bookkeeping needs for all of these programs. The coordinator's 
responsibility additionally has been to prepare Wason Pond for summer and to assist with 
development plans for ballfields on the property. 
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The Recreation Commission has adopted a statewide mandate to require that all 
volunteers have a background check before being able to work with children. All 
coaches and summer program employees will be required to go through a First Aid and 
CPR training course. It is our commitment that all children are safe and well supervised 
in all of our programs. 


The Commission is continuing to work toward establishing new athletic fields at the 
Wason Pond Conservation and Recreation Area included in the Master Plan for that 
facility. Field space is very tight at the moment and scheduling practices and games is 
growing increasingly more difficult. As the Commission looks toward the future, we are 
dedicated to providing continued recreational opportunities in Town. The Recreation 
Commission owes a great debt of gratitude to the volunteers of the “Chester Field Of 
Dreams.” Their efforts at fund raising will help us realize the goal of playing fields at 
Wason Pond in the not-too- distant future. 


Recognition and Thanks 

The Recreation Commission would like to express our thanks to the volunteer coaches, 
referees, board and committee members, the Baseball league and its Board, as well as all 
of the dedicated parents that assist in all of these programs. The residents of Chester, 
especially its children, benefit from the dedication of these fine individuals who do not 
receive enough recognition for their time and effort.

Chester Kitchen 





The Chester Kitchen is a small commercial kitchen that the 
NH State Bureau of Food Protection has certified for use by 
commercial food processors. The Town of Chester owns 
the property, the kitchen of the former Chester Elementary Oath 


p, .BUBBBBY, 


at 84 Chester Street. This is a facility, which allows any 
individual or business that is approved for use by the NH 
Department of Health and Human Services Bureau of Food 
Protection (BFP), to apply for and maintain a commercial 
food license with the Chester Kitchen as their address. 
Chester organizations and residents, who have priority use of 
the Kitchen, have a maintained facility in which to prepare foods for events or non-profit 
resale. 


From a Commercial User’s standpoint, this Kitchen is perfect for bakers, personal chefs, 
and for the preparation of any other type of food product that can be approved by the 
BFP. The Kitchen is ideal for a Chester resident who has lots of fruit to turn into jam, or 
who wants to do a large volume of cooking for a party or non-profit event (please note 
that if you have rented the Multi-purpose Room for an event and also wish to rent the 
Kitchen, you must reserve the Kitchen separately, see contacts below). Occasional Users 
are limited to Chester residents only. The Town will take no responsibility for training in 
food service safety nor will it provide any marketing assistance. Each licensed processor 
must provide proof of insurance to use the Kitchen and to indemnify the Town from any 
liability. All State guidelines regarding food service safety are the responsibility of each 
processor. There are now two State Inspectors for the Chester Kitchen, one for products 
of retail sale, another for caterers. 


The Kitchen is rented on an hourly basis to licensed processors and Chester residents who 
wish to use the Kitchen for their private use. Average hourly use per processor varies, 
and for Fiscal Year 2011, average hourly use was fourteen (14) hours per processor. We 
currently have thirteen (13) processors licensed by the State of New Hampshire to 
manufacture products for retail sale, or licensed caterers, more than previous years. 


Chester based non-profit organizations are exempt from fees, and a list of those 
organizations that have used the Kitchen to date are located in the Policies and 
Procedures Handbook, which can be accessed online at www.chesterkitchen.com. The 
Kitchen was used on thirteen (13) occasions in 2011 by local organizations including the 
Town of Chester (3), Friends of the Chester Library (3), Chester Congregational Baptist 
Church (2), PTA (1), Lion’s Club (1), Chester Seniors (1), Chester Basketball (1), 
Chester Residents (1). 
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This Kitchen provides a small revenue stream for the Town from the collection of hourly 
rental fees. The hourly rental fee is now $13, plus a $10 administration fee for each 
reservation, with an initial security/cleaning deposit of $50. Fees are collected 
immediately upon use and deposited in the General Fund. At the end of Fiscal Year 
2011, the Chester Kitchen had provided $3816.35 to the General Fund, and at the time of 
this printing, will have collected $2427.00 toward Fiscal Year 2012 General Fund.

In October 2011, the Library increased its operating schedule to a 38-hour week. The 
Library is open Monday and Wednesday 3pm to 8pm, Tuesday and Thursday 10am to 
8pm, and Friday 1pm to 5pm. We extended Saturday hours to 10am to 2pm. So if you 
sleep late Saturday morning, you will still have a chance to check out some items early 
Saturday afternoon. 


The increase in hours has increased cardholders’ use of the Library during 2011. Our 
checkout figures for Library materials have increased 6% from 19,840 (2010 checkout 
total) to 21,103. That figure increases to 22,140 with the inclusion of the 2011 
downloadable audio book and e-book figure of 1,037. The number of visitors to the 
Library has increased from 8,063 people during 2010 to 8,847 people during 2011, a 10% 
increase. More Chester residents are realizing the value of the Chester Public Library. 


If you use the Library, you will know that you receive more in services than you pay in 
taxes. Each resident paid $21.37 in taxes towards the Fiscal Year 2012 Library budget 
($101,050 for library operations and wages divided by 4,728, the Town’s population). 
With the combined average cost of a new book, audio book, magazine subscription, and 
DVD being $15, a resident will recoup the tax dollars spent for Library services, plus 
change, by checking out one item during the year. Use the Library Use Calculator at 
http://nhlibrarians.org/calculator/ to determine your savings. Not a Library user? Come 
by to see what you are missing. 


The New Hampshire Electric Co-Op Foundation awarded the Chester Public Library a 
$500 grant to purchase youth nonfiction titles. Public Service of New Hampshire 
contributed an additional $100 towards updating our youth nonfiction collection. The 
addition of these books to our collection provides Chester’s children with titles useful for 
school assignments and pleasure reading. 


Wi-Fi service is available to Chester residents. If your power or Internet is out, come to 
the Library with your laptop to connect to our wireless service. Don’t have a laptop? 
Come to the Library to use our three public access computers. Microsoft Excel,

PowerPoint, Publisher, Word, the Internet, and iTunes are available on these computers. 
We also offer one-to-one computer instruction. 


The Library offers eBooks for cardholders to borrow through the New Hampshire 
Downloadable Books website (http://nh.lib.overdrive.com). Residents may download 
these items to devices such as your Kindle, Nook, Sony Reader, iPod touch, and the iPad. 
You may also borrow downloadable audio books from this site. Please feel free to 
contact the Library for instructions to access this great resource. 


The New Hampshire State Library provides to you, via the Chester Public Library, access 
to various online resources from EBSCOHost. These EBSCOHost products contain full- 
text magazine/newspaper articles, online encyclopedias, business resources, and other 
worthy products. Due to budget cuts at the State level, the State Library no longer 
provides HeritageQuest, a huge genealogy database, free to public library cardholders. 
The Chester Public Library has assumed the annual subscription cost of this database so 
that Chester residents may access this resource from home. This resource saves residents 
the expense of subscribing to Ancestry.com. 


The State Library also eliminated service to Biography in Context, a large online resource 
providing brief biographies of famous people. The Chester Public Library also purchased 
a two-year subscription of this resource, which will expire at the end of June 2013. 


The Library also purchased a one-year subscription to Mango Languages, an online 
foreign language tutorial for cardholders to use on their computers and other handheld 
devices. 


To access these great online resources, please contact the Library for instructions. 


Please remember that if the Library does not have the item you need, we can request the 
item from another library. We may also consider purchasing the item for our collection.

The Chester Senior Citizens organization has been around now for over 35 
years. We started meeting twice each month at Stevens Memorial Hall on 
the Ist and 3rd Thursdays with Pot Luck Luncheons on the Ist Thursday, 
and reserving the 3rd for guest speakers or an outing. The organization has 
grown into an active and mobile group. Membership is free to any resident 
of Chester 55 years of age or older, and we now have over 80 members on 





our mailing list! 


This past year of 2011 will complete eight years of enjoying our home at the Wason Pond 
Community Center. We have exclusive use of the facility between 10:00 AM and 4:00 PM, 
Monday, Wednesday, and Thursdays, and 9:00 AM — 4 PM on Tuesdays. There is a Senior 
representative available during those posted hours each day, and you will know we are open by 
seeing the red-white-and-blue “OPEN” flag flying from the front porch! The Community Center 
has a reading room, two high-speed Internet computers for your use, a game room for playing 
cards or for putting together puzzles, and a wide-screen television with a DVD/VCR player. We 
are members of the New Hampshire Association of Senior Centers, and we are always looking for 
new activities at the Community Center. 


The exercise program, as part of the Chester Recreation Department, takes place twice a week, 
Monday and Wednesday afternoon, 1:00 PM, and is free of charge to Chester Seniors, 55 years of 
age and older. This is a superb program conducted by Kim Cremin and challenges improvement 
to your flexibility, strength, balance, and stamina. You may enroll by calling the Recreation 
Department at 887-5773. If you are a walker and would like to avoid the cold and elements, take 
your walking to the Multi-Purpose Room any morning Monday through Friday at 7 AM. 
Twenty-two (22) times around is one mile! You will find a number of us doing the same. 


In addition to our monthly Pot Luck Lunches at Stevens Memorial Hall, we host parties at the 
Community Center, including a New Year’s Eve Party, Superbowl Party, and Cabin Fever Lunch 
& Movie. Throughout the summer, we also meet on occasion to watch the Boston Red Sox, and 
of course, when the summer weather is in the extreme with heat and humidity, the Community 
Center is a cool refuge from the temperatures with lots of ice and cold water available to more 
than just Seniors. 


Since winter 2009, we have joined with the Senior Centers of Salem, Windham, Londonderry, 
and Pelham for joint parties. It began with a Valentine’s Day party and has evolved to include 
annually, a Halloween Party, Christmas Party, Valentine’s and St. Patrick’s Day parties. These 
events are at local banquet/conference centers such at Castleton, Promises to Keep, or Granite 
Rose, and all include a fine meal and terrific entertainment. We annually plan on the Valentine’s 
Day Party and one of the other parties pending out annual outing schedule.

When the destination is less than one hour from Chester, we car pool. When the destination is 
more than one hour away from Chester, we contract either passenger vans from Merchants 
Motors of Hooksett, or most recently, New England Coach of Raymond.

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Public Access Community Television 


The Public Access Community Television (PACT) Committee 
exists to oversee the Public (CCTV-21), Education (CETV-22), 
and Government (CGTV-20) Access Channels in the Town of 
Chester, and the franchise fees received from Comcast 
Communications. CCTV and CGTV broadcasts from the 
Rangeway Access Center located in the Town Municipal 
Complex and CETV is located at Chester Academy. 


So what is PEG? 

The “P”, or public channel, is used by community members to 
televise programs they create or sponsor. The public channel is the one where Ist 
Amendment Rights of Free Speech are totally protected. 





The “E”, or education channel, is usually turned over to the local school district to 
determine who can use it and what kinds of programs will be shown. Very often, this is 
where you would see videos of classroom activities or student productions which would 
be approved by the school authorities, as well as the televising of school board meetings. 


Finally, the “G”, or government channel, is most often used to show gavel-to-gavel 
coverage of government meetings. These meetings may also be taped and replayed. 
Some communities also produce informational programs about the government or its 
projects on these channels. 


This past year, PACT has seen three significant changes. In July 2011, the Access Center 
was dedicated in memory of Dick Godfrey. The Godfrey family, members of the 
community and local elected officials attended the dedication ceremony. The access 
center is now known as “The Rangeway Access Center.” The summer of 2011 also 
marked a reconfiguration of space with the access studio. The Board of Selectmen made 
a request to use the studio space as an additional conference room for meetings of Town 
Boards, Commissions, and Departments when the main meeting room was being used. 
The new meeting room was outfitted with a camera and microphones from the existing 
inventory to broadcast live and or via recordings of these meetings when warranted. The 
studio space was cleaned up and the control room and editing area was reconfigured with 
a dividing wall between the studio and control room. The second change occurred with 
CETV which had its cameras upgraded. This upgrade replaced cameras that have been in 
use since 2003. Now the School Board Meetings are broadcast with two robotic cameras. 
Lastly, in April 2012, the PACT lost a valuable and longtime member. Hilary Hall 
decided to step down from the PACT after 15 years of service. The PACT would like to 
give a big thank you to Ms. Hall for all of her time and creativity to Chester. 


The PACT is funded solely by the franchise fee, which has been at 1% since 2003. 
All Comcast customers pay this each month based upon their television service as well as 
cable, pay service revenues (movies and events on demand), digital revenues (digital 
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boxes, dvrs, digital tiers of service), late fee revenue, home shopping revenues, and 
advertising sales. By Federal law the franchise fees are only based upon television 
service and not from Internet or telephone service (which is not offered to the Town of 
Chester). This money is reserved in a special revenue fund, the PACT Fund, and is 
delegated in thirds, for the operation and maintenance of Public (CCTV-21) Education 
(CETV-22) and Government (CGTV-20) television. 


In the upcoming year, the PACT looks forward to working with the Board of Selectmen 
on a new franchise agreement with Comcast Communications since the current 
agreement is set to expire in March 2013. 


The PACT is always looking for community members to contribute their talents and creative 
programs to be played on the Chester channels as well as being offered to the other New 
Hampshire towns that have Access channels. If you have an idea for a local program, we are 
happy to guide you through the basic steps to create your own Television Programs. The PACT 
has a state-of-the-art digital editing system, as well as analog/tape capabilities. Some of you 
“videophiles” may already have an editing package on your home computers. Please share your 
“home movies” of an event that you have recorded or even your summer vacation. If you need 
some help editing, we will help you. If it is a finished program, we will accept it on a finalized 
DVD for replay.

Please note the time, date, and what the issue you are 
experiencing is. We will then forward it to the proper Comcast personnel.

It has been a very eventful year at Spring Hill Farm. We have said good-bye to good friends, 
welcomed new ones, witnessed the birth of many babies, introduced new animals and produce, 
and now look forward to exciting new happenings at the Farm. 


We had to say good-bye to our previous tenants and friends, Chad and Fawn Armstrong. They 
managed the farm for four years, so as you can imagine it was a sad time for all. They believed 
in what Ms. Church’s vision was for the farm. However, when you are offered a chance to fulfill 
a dream, you have no choice but to follow it and that is what they are doing. Join us in wishing 
them the best in their new endeavors. 


Sadly, we also had to say good-bye to one of our Trustee members and Chairman, Cindy 
LeBlanc. Cindy’s agricultural knowledge and enthusiasm was a great asset to the Farm and 
instrumental in organizing many farming activities with the Girl Scouts, Pinkerton’s Future 
Farmers of America (FFA), and local teenagers. Cindy also started a program last year to 
revitalize the fruit trees on the property. We are hopeful that she will stay involved with the 
activities at the Farm. 


On a happier note, please join the Board in welcoming our new tenants, Glenn and Maggie 
Crawford. They have moved down to Chester from Belmont, New Hampshire where they ran a 
small farm with a CSA and farm stand that produced and sold eggs, fruits, vegetables, raised 
chickens, pigs, rabbits, sheep, turkeys, etc., and the best part is it was all done in an 
environmentally natural, humane, and sustainable way. We are looking forward to this same 
bounty here at Spring Hill Farm. (See Maggie and Glenn’s message to the residents of Chester 
at the end of this Report.) 


Please take time to stop by the Farm to say hello and to get to know them. At the same time, 
please enjoy the wide variety of animals that have joined the Trust’s cows in the pastures, 
especially all the babies now running around. 


Miss Muriel Church - moved to Chester in 1914 at the age of eleven. Eighty-two years later 
(1996) she donated her entire 400-acre farm to the Town of Chester with the condition that it 
remain a working farm and open-space for the Town residents to enjoy. After living through 
Chester’s building boom years, Miss Church wanted to minimize the loss of farmland and open- 
space while reducing the burden on the taxpayers from the additional educational and 
infrastructure costs through the protection of Spring Hill Farm from future subdivision. Her 
actions have resulted in savings to the taxpayers of over $250,000 each year. 


Prior to her death in December of 2001, Miss Church set up a Board of Trustees to oversee the 
Farm’s activities and a Trust Fund to help defray its daily operational cost. The Farm is 
currently self-sustaining from rental payments, land leases, investment income, profit sharing, 
and the sale of farm-produced products. Tenants of the Farm maintain the property as a working 
farm, make improvements, complete equipment maintenance, and make minor building/fence 
repairs. The tenants also care for the Trust’s remaining farm animals living on the property. The 
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buildings and property belong to the Town, not the Trust; and it was agreed upon in 1996 that the 
Town would be responsible for building maintenance and the Trust responsible for its 
operational cost. 


Derry Trail Riders - The Derry Trail Riders Association continue to utilize the many trails on 
the property as part of their trail riding events. Spring Hill Farm is a favorite location for many 
of their members, and we look forward to them coming back each year. 


New Trustee — Jeff Geary has become our newest member of the Spring Hill Farm Board of 
Trustees. Jeff brings to the Board a significant amount of experience and knowledge of the 
farming and agricultural business. In addition to his full time job, Jeff operates a small farm in 
Chester and is a member of Chester’s Agricultural Commission. 


Community Supported Agriculture - The New Hampshire CSA, LLC (NHCSA) is a Certified 
Organic fruit and vegetable CSA owned and operated by Gary Van Geyte and Fran Van Geyte, 
RD. It is located on a one-acre parcel across from the farm house and is continuing to prosper 
into its fourth year. Last year, the Trust and NHCSA entered into a profit sharing agreement in 
which both parties benefit by the CSA’s continued growth. Membership & Newsletter 
information about NHCSA for the public is on their website: www.nhcsa.com. Gary also 
contributes to the Town by holding the position of Vice Chairman of the Agricultural 
Commission. 


Special Thanks - to the youths in Town that helped at the Farm with the haying this past season. 
You might remember them from the Tri-Town Article over the summer. For three days the 
weekend of the 4" of July and for five days in the 3 week of July, they worked hard to get the 
hay cut, baled and placed in the barn for the animals residing at the Farm. We would also like to 
thank them for helping to care for the Farm and animals while the Farm was in between tenants.

Wason Pond Conservation and Recreation Commission 


Wason Pond Conservation and Recreation Area 
(Formally known as — “Silver Sands Campground”) 

History 

In January of 2003, the Town of Chester purchased 105 acres of land surrounding Wason Pond 
for the sum of 1.55 million dollars. The land was purchased with conservation funds, which had 
been set aside for use by the Conservation Commission to purchase properties and conservation 
easements. The Conservation Commission voted to approve the expenditure in order to acquire 
the property for mixed conservation and recreational uses. 


A seven-person advisory committee oversaw the writing of the conservation easement, which 
has been placed on the property to protect it from future development or from activities or uses 
that would be out of keeping with accepted conservation practices. The committee also hired E. 
Ann Poole to draft a Master Plan for the property. This Plan outlines the development of ball 
fields, the reclamation and restoration of the shorelines, wetlands, and other environmentally 
sensitive areas. Once this committee had completed its tasks, it was disbanded and replaced by 
the Wason Pond Conservation and Recreation Commission.

The Commission’s role is to provide oversight of the Wason Pond Conservation and Recreation 
Area, thus insuring that the Conservation Easement is being followed, the Master Plan is being 


implemented correctly, and to provide guidance for future projects and activities in and around 
Wason Pond. 


What is new at Wason Pond? 

The new dam and covered Bridge! It was a busy 
construction year at Wason Pond following the 
construction of the dam. Over 100 town folks worked 
shoulder-to-shoulder with the Timber Framers Guild (25 
volunteers from the United States and Canada) to 
complete what turned out to be wonderful community 
project; that is, the completion of our pretty little 1851 
Pratt Truss design Covered Bridge (of historical interest, 
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that was the same year that the farm house and barn were built at our own Spring Hill Farm). 
Thank you everyone that helped make that project a success but especially the volunteers of the 
Timber Framers Guild who came with the knowledge to design, build and place the bridge over 
the dam. Between the engineering and design of the Labyrinth weir on the dam and the modified 
bridge design it truly is unique and “one of a kind.” 


The bridge project also provided us with an opportunity 
to clean out the pond and conduct a select timber cut to 
obtain timbers for the bridge while taking down any 
dead or damaged trees from the previous ice storms. 
Did I mention that all the lumber for the bridge was 
generated right from the property and milled by our very 
own Dick Lewis and Harry Roberts. A special thanks 
goes out to both of them for all of their efforts. 





The completion of the bridge also set the stage for Chester’s first “Pounder’s Race,” a 3-mile 
cross-country endurance obstacle race around the property completing a natural loop of the pond. 
This event, sponsored by the “Field of Dreams Committee,” was very successful with nearly 
500 runners participating. The one-day event raised significant funds to help boost the funds 
needed to build the new “Field of Dreams” in the near future. 


Events and programs 

e The 2011 summer recreation program returns to Wason Pond after a successful 2010 
season. 

e Chester Field of Dreams committee continues to raise money for ball field construction 
with a successful fall “Pounder’s Race.” A second race is scheduled for May 2012. 

e Spring cleanup and fall cleanups. 

e Chester Academy Cross Country team uses trails to host meets. 

e Spring fishing derby (just made it last year with the completion of the dam and refilling 
of the pond). 

e Walking, fishing, swimming, cross-country skiing, snowshoeing, kayaking, canoeing, 
horseback riding, birding, Frisbee golf, and geocaching, are some of the many activities 


happening at Wason Pond.

Chester Conservation Commission 


Please Strive to be Green: Reduce, Recycle and Minimize waste, Lower Energy 
costs, Support Social Responsibility, and Reduce our Carbon Footprint, 


Did you know that in one year the average driver of a 40 mpg car will save over $3,000 in fuel 
costs compared to a 20 mpg car and save over 750 gallons of gas? Conservation saves in more 
ways than one can imagine! 


The Chester Conservation Commission is currently a six-member, all-volunteer board appointed 
by the Selectmen under the provisions of State RSA 36-A: 2, which allows municipalities in 
New Hampshire to establish commissions “for the proper utilization and protection of the natural 
resources and for the protection of watershed resources.” This work includes preparing maps 
and plans, "keeping an index of open space and natural, aesthetic, or ecological areas" within the 
town in order to obtain information “pertinent to proper utilization of all such areas." The 
Commission acts as an advisory board to other Town and State boards and agencies involved in 
land use planning and work to natural resources in Chester. 


The Chester Conservation Commission meets on the first and second Tuesdays of 
each month. The first meeting is a planning meeting only and is not televised. The 
second meeting is used to review subdivision applications, wetlands permit 
applications, and other matters presented to the Commission for comment. Both 
meetings are open to the public and input is encouraged. 


The Conservation Commission officers are as follows: Charles Myette, Chairman; Baron 
Richardson, Jean Methot, Patrick Connelly-Treasurer, Phil Cassista and Jeff Geary. Currently, 
the Commission is in need of two (2) new members. Please contact one of the existing members 
if you are interested in joining and helping conserve Chester’s natural resources. 


The past year (2011-2012), the Conservation Commission has been working on several land 
preservation and protection projects and reviewing land development projects. 


Land Conservation - The Strategic Land Protection Commission (SLPC), voted into existence 
by Town residents in order to better protect open space, is an arm of the Conservation 
Commission and the two boards work together to educate residents on the advantages of placing 
conservation easements on their property. The Conservation Commission is currently working 
on finalizing permanent easements on the 98-acre Hatton property off of Lane Road, the 12-acre 
Grimes Property along the south shore of North Pond, and a 20-acre parcel along the Exeter 
River between Fremont Road and Old Sheppard Home Road. The Commission also finalized 
conservation easements on over 200 acres within three separate subdivisions off Haverhill Road, 
Raymond Road, and Route 121A. 


Currently, the Conservation Commission provides stewardship on over 30 conservation 
easements, protecting over 1500 acres of farmland, forests and wetlands in Chester. The 
monitoring of these properties is funded by the Conservation and Forest accounts. 
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Wason Pond — The Commission continues to be an active member of the Wason Pond 
Conservation and Recreation Commission. Members of the Commission sit on the advisory 
board and have two seats on the commission. The 105-acre WPCRA was purchased with $1.55 
million from the Town’s Conservation Fund and is governed by an easement that restricts use to 
recreation and conservation purposes. The Commission and its members have been very 
involved in oversight of the dam construction project and in the construction of a timber frame 
covered bridge completed this past fall. 


Spring Hill Farm — The Commission also is an active member of the Spring Hill Farm Trust. In 
accordance with Miss Church’s wishes who donated over 400 acres of farm land to the Town, 
one member of the Conservation Commission is a member of the Trust that manages the land 
and acts as stewards of the Trust and Conservation Easement. 


Exeter River Local Advisory Committee (ERLAC) - The Exeter River begins as a small 
stream in the protected Herrick Woods of Chester and gains strength from several tributaries 
before it tumbles over the dam in downtown Exeter and changes its identity to the tidal 
Squamscot River. The Conservation Commission is also a member of ERLAC representing the 
interests of Chester. More than 18% of the Exeter River Watershed lies within the Chester Town 
limits and because of the smaller size of the river near the head waters is more sensitive to 
change in water quality as a result of urbanization. Over the past 16 years, the impervious 
surface in Chester has doubled increasing runoff as evidenced by recent localized flooding. 


Town Forests — The Conservation Commission also has the responsibility to manage the Town 
Forest properties. This year we are active in developing easements and management plans for 
the North Woods, the Hatton property, and the South Woods which have all been approved by 
the Town as Town Forest. Additionally, we are working with an U.S. Dept. of Agriculture 
Natural Resources Conservation service and a forester to implement an invasive species 
management plan on these lands as part of a 3-year grant to the Town. This year we completed 
this program and are reviewing the results. This year we also oversaw a select timber cut on the 
Wason Pond Property to clear some of the dead wood from the property and supply lumber to 
help build the Wason Pond Covered Bridge. 


Commission Membership — The Commission Meetings are open to the public, and we welcome 
new members and alternate members who wish to have a hand in the future of Chester and the 
preservation of its natural resources and rural characteristics. Please join us in conserving 
Chester’s unique and valuable resources.

2011 Report on Southeast Watershed Alliance 


Background 

The Southeast Watershed Alliance (Alliance) is a regional organization of the 42 municipalities 
in New Hampshire's coastal watershed. Established by RSA 485-E in the 2009 legislative 
session, the organizing vision is healthy coastal water resources that provide a balance between 
social, environmental, and economic benefits in keeping with State and Federal regulations. The 
mission of the Alliance is as follows: 


To establish a regional framework for coastal watershed communities, regional planning 
commissions, the state and other stakeholders, to collaborate on planning, and implementation 
measures to improve and protect water quality and more effectively address the challenges of 
meeting clean water standards. 


The Alliance aims to foster improved municipal and intermunicipal land use planning and 
regulation, in coordination with the regional planning commissions, to encourage Low Impact 
Development (LID) and innovative zoning and land use management approaches, and to advance 
the State’s economic growth, resource protection, and planning policy. 


2011 Activities 

The Alliance includes the forty-two (42) municipalities that comprise the NH coastal watershed. 
Thus far, 29 communities, including the Town of Chester, have appointed representatives who 
actively participate in meetings and organizational activities. All initial public organizational 
meetings of the Alliance have been held, committees appointed, a Board of Directors elected, 
operating procedures and organizational structure have been established and adopted in 
accordance with applicable State laws. 


During the fall of 2011, two grant funding proposals were submitted and approved. The first, 
obtained through the NH Coastal Program, will support the Alliance in startup costs associated 
with the initial planning, organizational and implementation phase of the group. The funding also 
supports a series of scientific symposia focused on topics relevant to water quality issues in the 
communities with the goal of developing a strong science-based foundation to support future 
management decisions and solutions. The first symposium, held on May 11, 2011, featured 
presentations and panel discussion from scientists working within the Great Bay Watershed. 
Subsequent symposia will be focused on identifying cleanup solutions to both point and non- 
point pollution sources, understanding and addressing the regulatory framework and regulations, 
and/or additional topics identified as of interest to the Alliance membership and Board of 
Directors. The grant also supports the development of a model Stormwater Ordinance that the 
watershed communities can, if they so choose, adopt as written or modify to suit the 
community’s unique character. 
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The second grant proposal, Great Bay Municipal Bioretention Program, is a collaborative effort 
of the Alliance and the University of New Hampshire Stormwater Center (UNHSC). Funded 
through the NH Department of Environmental Services (NHDES) section 319 program, it is 
designed to assist communities designated by EPA as MS4 (Municipal Separate Storm Sewer 
Systems) and non-MS4 municipalities in implementing strategies for watershed nutrient 
pollution reduction and innovative stormwater control systems. 


Phase | includes performing a NH Seacoast watershed wide pollutant load analysis based on 
land use and impervious cover which will be refined to the local municipal level. Stormwater 
derived loadings will be modeled and classified by land use and proximity to water bodies to 
identify target hot spot locations for retrofit projects to maximize pollutant load reductions in 
each community. 


Phase 2 involves the development of a website comprised of resources, from design to 
installation, to facilitate implementation of LID infrastructure in communities located in the 
Seacoast watershed. The web resource will house a framework of relevant information and 
resources including lists of contractors, designers and landscapers experienced in LID 
installation, nurseries with appropriate and available plant lists and materials, and future training 
opportunities. 


Phase 3 is comprised of an extensive outreach campaign led by the Alliance in partnership with 
the UNHSC to train communities how to use the Impervious Cover and Land Use analyses to 
identify the most cost effective way to reduce and manage their community’s nonpoint source 
pollution.

At the conclusion of this section, Moderator Scott again took control of the Meeting. 


A motion was made that all Warrant Articles need only be read once, unless changes to the 
wording are made. The motion was seconded. The voice vote was in the affirmative and the 
motion carries. 


As Special Warrant Article #8 is a bond issue, it must be addressed first, and the polls must 
remain open for one hour after voting begins. 


Special Warrant Article # 8 


Shall the town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two million five hundred thousand dollars 
($2,500,000) for road improvements, including but not limited to rebuilding East Derry Road, 
and to reclaim and pave Jennifer, Holman, Parker, Rand and Great Oak and put a wear course on 
Shepard Home Road and to further authorize the issuance of not more than two million five 
hundred thousand dollars ($2,500,000) of bonds and/or notes in accordance with the provisions 
of the Municipal Finance Act (NH RSA Chapter 33:8) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue 
and negotiate, such bonds and/or notes and to determine the rates of interest thereon, and to 
authorize the Selectmen to accept any funds from the State of New Hampshire, the Federal 
Government and private sources as they become available and to take any other action necessary 
to carry out this vote. Fees paid to the New Hampshire Bond Bank and legal fees associated with 
the bond are included as well as state, engineering and contingency fees. 


Requires a two-thirds (2/3) Ballot Vote

Article #8 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Road Agent Michael Oleson spoke in support of this Article. He stated that in 2008 he had 
submitted a Warrant Article for repairs to East Derry Road, which was supported by both the 
Board of Selectmen and the Budget Committee; however, this had been voted down. In 2009 he 
had submitted a Warrant Article for repairs to East Derry Road and drainage on other sites at a 
total cost of $1.4M; this had been supported by the Board of Selectmen but not by the Budget 
Committee, and it also had been voted down. In 2010, he had broken his request into four 
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projects at a total cost of $1.5M; these had been supported by the Board of Selectmen but not by 
the Budget Committee, and they all had been voted down. 7 years ago, asphalt was $30/ton; now 
it is $80/ton. Interest rates are low, so this is a good time to borrow. Many people are out of 
work, so contractors are less expensive. 

He is confident that the requested $2.5M is enough to finish all listed projects; any excess would 
be used to put a wearcoat on Fremont Road. $50-75k of this money would be used to engineer 
Harantis Lake. 

Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Charlotte Lister urged a “yes” vote on Article #8, stating that East Derry Road has long needed 
repairs and Road Agent Oleson's plan is sensible. She stated that this was a necessary expense. 


Steve Chisholm asked for a definition of the word “reclaim” as used in the Article. Road Agent 
Oleson directed him to the opposite side of the handout which he had prepared, which defined 
“reclaim & pave” as 'grinding up to 6” to 8” of roadbed and reclaiming the gravel and asphalt 
which is then ground and remixed into new material. It is graded and compacted in the road bed 
and paved over again’. 


Rich LeBlanc asked what could happen should East Derry Road not be repaired? Road Agent 
Oleson replied that he may be forced to ask the Board of Selectmen to close the road. 


George Martin stated that he often watches emergency vehicles making their way down East 
Derry Road with difficulty. The road is in need of repair. 


Voting on Article #8 was opened at 9:55am; the polls will remain open until 10:55am. 

Voting on Article #8 was closed at 10:57am. 

Yes 123 / No 65 Article #8 fails due to not receiving 2/3rds of the vote. 

Due to the closeness of the vote - the article failed to reach the required 2/3 majority by one vote 
- Moderator Scott asked for a recount. This request was moved and seconded; the voice vote 


was in the affirmative. The Supervisors of the Checklist recounted the ballot box.

Article # 9 


To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, and Committees of Officers heretofore chosen and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


Article #9 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
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Budget Committee Chair Rhonda Lamphere indicated some omissions in the blue Budget section 
of the Town Report, as follows: 


Page 41, TOTAL PUBLIC SAFETY: The 2011-2012 BOS Recommend amount is $786,956.02 
(identical to that of the Budget Committee). 

Page 43, TOTAL HIGHWAY, STREET, BRIDGES, & SANITATION: The 2011-2012 BOS 
Recommend is $740,838 (identical to that of the Budget Committee). 

Page 48, TOTAL DEBT SERVICE: The 2011-2012 BOS Recommend amount is $660,105.75 
(identical to that of the Budget Committee). 


It was moved to insert these figures as indicated; the motion was seconded. The voice vote was 
in the affirmative; so moved. The figures will be inserted. 


Article #10 


Shall the town vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a ten year lease/purchase agreement 
for the sum of five hundred fifty thousand dollars ($550,000) for the purpose of purchasing a 
new demo NFPA 1901 compliant 75-foot Quint combination pumper/aerial Fire Truck for the 
Chester Fire Department and to raise and appropriate one hundred fifty-two thousand, eight 
hundred six dollars and sixty-six cents ($152,806.66), one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) 
for a down payment on the truck to come from the unreserved fund balance and fifty-two 
thousand eight hundred six dollars and sixty-six cents ($52,806.66) for the first year's payment to 
come from general taxation. This lease agreement contains an escape clause. 


Recommended by Board of Selectmen 5-0 
Recommended by Budget Committee 7-1 


A petition was received with the required five signatures to have this article decided by a paper 
ballot. 


Article #10 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Board of Selectmen Chairman Landau spoke in support of this Article. He clarified that the 
Article was proposed by the Board of Selectmen, not the Fire Department. 


The Fire Department currently owns two older vehicles that are beginning to cost the Town 
money. Over the past 3 years, the 1982 Ford has cost the town ~$20K; it is currently out of 
service due to pump and head gasket problems, and is not worth repairing. The Town needs to 
develop a master plan. He has consulted with the Chester Fire Department, and other 
departments, and looked at similar vehicles. The purchase of this particular vehicle works out to 
$0.09 per thousand, which equates to $31.50/year for a $350k house. (The Secretary of State has 
informed the Town that they do not want tax impacts put into the Warrant.) The desired vehicle 
exists, and can be on site soon after July Ist. The 1982 Ford will be scrapped or given away. 


The Fire Department also owns a 1984 ladder truck which was bought used from Londonderry. 
This vehicle will be sold or disposed of in some other fashion after the new Quint is on site; the 
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proceeds will go into the General Fund, and can be used for next year's lease payment. 


The new vehicle comes with a maintenance plan, and some items are warranted for twenty years. 
It is an Ahrens-Fox. They looked at a used vehicle at Brinkley Hill; however, the grant only 
applies to new/demo vehicles, and would not pay for that vehicle. Vice-Chairman Cannon stated 
that the vehicle in Newbury was not quite as maneuverable, and would have difficulty on 
Chester's roads. 


Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Dennis Maloney asked what the difference was between this vehicle, and the one referred to in 
Petitioned Warrant Article #23. He asked which the Fire Department preferred. Fire Chief 
Antoine replied that they were the same vehicle, and that Petitioned Warrant Article #23 will be 
tabled, should this Article pass. Vice-Chairman Cannon stated that purchasing the vehicle via 
Petitioned Warrant Article #23 would cost the Town $100k more in taxation. 


George Martin asked if this vehicle under consideration was the same one that Hampstead had 
recently bought. Fire Chief Antoine replied that it was, except that this one held more water, 
which was important as there are no fire hydrants in Town. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair Chris Hadik stated that the vehicles in Article #10 and Petitioned 
Warrant Article #23 were basically the same; the difference was in their financing. 


It was moved that an amendment be made to this article; this motion was seconded. The Article, 
if amended, would read: 


Shall the town vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a #8 five year lease/purchase

The Amendment to Article #10 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


A petition was received with the required five signatures to have this amendment decided by a 
paper ballot. 
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Moderator Scott asked for discussion. 


John Colman spoke in support of the Amendment. He stated that he had served on the Fire 
Department in the past, and believed that a Quint was not needed; what was needed was a 
pumper. He stated that the vehicle specified in Article #10 was not the same as the one recently 
purchased by Hampstead; that this one had a tandem axle, whereas the Hampstead one had a 
single axle, which was much more appropriate for Chester, with its narrow roads and driveways, 
and large amounts of snow. He stated that a tandem axle vehicle would not handle the same and 
would not be as maneuverable. He had consulted with a member of the Londonderry Fire 
Department who was involved in equipment purchasing. This individual told him that their 
tandem axle vehicle often cannot get to homes up on hills unless the driveway was 14' wide. 


Kevin Scott spoke in support of the Amendment. He stated that the truck in Article #10 holds 
400 gallons less of water. He stated that the 1984 truck had recently been reconditioned, and 
could serve the Chester Fire department for another five years. He also stated that Chester could 
always request mutual aid should they need a ladder truck, and that Derry would be glad to send 
theirs. 


Colin Costine spoke in support of the Amendment. He stated that he had served on the Fire 
Department in the past, and that although the current ladder truck responded to all three major 
fires last year in Chester, it could not always be used due to lack of manpower. He explained that 
NIOSH rules call for “2 persons inside, 2 outside, 1 incident command, 1 pump operator, and 1 
tanker operator”, which is a total of 7. If fewer firefighters respond, the ladder truck cannot be 
used as there is no-one to go up in the ladder. He also stated that the Fire Department has a 
forestry tanker to bring water to fires, but it is no longer used due to lack of manpower. He 
stated that Quint trucks were big and heavy, more dangerous on the roads, and wear out faster. 
Narrow roads are a problem, and the truck would need to perform a three-point turn to get into a 
driveway. A stabilizer would be needed to use the ladder truck, and the lack of sidewalks paired 
with mud, snow, lawns, and ditches, prevent the use of same. A Quint carries less water. It is not 
new technology — it is better to have a ladder on a separate chassis. Quints are popular with City 
Administrators because it allows them to cut staff, an action with which Fire Departments tend to 
disagree. He stated that a ladder can only support 165 pounds at its tip at a low angle. He stated 
that recently Raymond's Fire Chief Pratt had praised Chester's truck, and stated that he keeps it 
on his mutual aid list. 


He also stated that this Amendment will save $50k in interest, and that those funds could be 
applied to other equipment that needs repair. He stated that DRA's Jeanne Samms had approved 
the intent of their Amendment. He stated that insofar as the grant was concerned, they had 
thought it would be awarded as of the end of April, but that as of two weeks ago, few 
announcements had been made; the likelihood of the Town receiving this grant was slight. The 
bottom line was that the Town needs a water supply truck. 


Ken LeClair stated that he was retired from the Fire Department, and had been a fire and 


commercial truck driver. He believes that the Quint is too large; other towns are willing to share 
their ladder truck under mutual aid. Chester needs another engine, one that is maneuverable, 
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with more hose, and more water. An engine is more practical and fiscally responsible. He 
recommends that the Town support the Amendment. 


Scott Haggart stated that he is a career firefighter in Derry. He stated that the opinions and 
viewpoints of the gentlemen supporting the Amendment were valid, but questioned the reliance 
on mutual aid — fires are equipment intensive, and mutual aid is not always available. He stated 
that a tandem axle truck had tradeoffs; more water can be carried, and current vehicles have a 
tighter turning radius. He believes that Chester's current ladder truck is ‘scary’; it is 27 years old, 
and cannot be sold for reuse. He would be loathe to operate it. As the majority of Chester 
Firefighters are volunteers, it is disturbing to ask them to respond to fires in old equipment. 
Tremendous improvements have been made in technology over the past 27 years. $500k is not a 
lot of money for an engine; two vehicles are better than one, but to pay for both at one time 
would be painful. Also, you need more manpower to staff two trucks — the Town does not have 
unlimited funds and manpower. He asked that the Town support the Fire Department and Fire 
Chief Antoine. 


Hilary Hall asked for clarification between the Article and the Amendment. Colin Costine stated 
that the Amendment called for less than half, $220k over five years, for a less expensive truck —a 
pumper without a ladder. He had printouts specifying three different trucks currently available; 
the Fire Department could choose which one they wanted. He reiterated that in his opinion a 
small town did not need a ladder. 


Barbara Dolloff stated that she began her association with the Chester Fire Department as of July 
Ist, 1961, and had continued for almost 50 years. She stated that the Fire Department was so 
important to her new husband Red that when the monthly meeting was the first Tuesday after 
their wedding, they had cut the honeymoon short in order that he could attend. She stated that 
the persons currently using the equipment were the ones in charge; if the Board of Selectmen and 
Budget Committee had approved the expenditure, why do anything else? 


Selectman Joe Castricone stated that he was a Derry Firefighter for 10 years, and a Chester 
Firefighter for 5 years. He stated that the dissenters should have come forward four months ago, 
not now. Fire Chief Antoine had specified what he needed; he runs the Fire Department. His 
truck meets the grant specs. The Board of Selectmen, Budget Committee, and Fire Chief had 
done their homework; he asked that the Town pass the Article as written. 


Clarence Ware stated that he supported the Fire Chief, and asked that the residents never mind 
the filibuster. 


Ted Scott stated that he had spent 22 years on the Fire Department. He stated that formerly 
Chester had benefited from the core of the Firefighters living in the center of town, but these 
days that was no longer so; therefore, it took longer to get trucks out on the road. Currently the 
first truck out carries 1000 gallons of water; the Quint only carries 600. It takes longer for the 
2,500 gallon tanker to get on the road. Chester F irefighters need more, not less, water. 


Fire Chief Antoine stated that the turning radius of the Quint was the same as a Ford F-350, and 
that it also carries Foam, which in effect doubles the amount of water carried. 
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The question was called as to the Amendment. A YES vote is in favor of the Amendment; a NO 
vote is against it. 


52 Yes / 96 NoThe Amendment to Article #10 fails and the original wording will be used. 


Rich LeBlanc stated that he had not previously heard about the foam suppression system on the 
Quint, and that if an average of 7 firefighters show up for each fire, he'd want the Department to 
have equipment that the minimum number of people could safely operate. 


Kevin Scott stated that the voting on Article #10 had not yet taken place, and that although he 
does not believe that a Quint is needed, he does believe that the Department needs an engine. 


Selectman Weider clarified that the Quint carries 50 gallons of foam, which effectively doubles 
the firefighting capability as if the water capacity were actually 1,200 gallons. 


The question was called as to Article #10.

Article #11 


Shall the town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty-three thousand dollars ($33,000) to 
purchase and fully equip a new police cruiser, and authorize the withdrawal of sixteen thousand 
five hundred dollars ($16,500) from the capital reserve fund established in 2008 for that purpose. 
The balance of sixteen thousand five hundred dollars ($16,500) is to come from general taxation.

Article #11 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Chairman Landau stated that there are sufficient monies in the Capital Reserve Fund to pay for 
this vehicle without the need for taxation. When this fund was originally established in 2008, it 
contained $17.5K to pay for the Fire Department generator; thanks to the hard work of Erin 
Newnan, a grant paid for that equipment, so those monies remained in the Fund. (Incidentally, 
Mrs. Newnan has assisted in procuring over $190K in grants for the Town of Chester.) $16.5k 
was spent in 2009, and another $16.5k deposited in 2010; with wise investments made by the 
Trustees of the Trust Funds, the Fund currently stands at $68,564.44. 


Therefore, it was moved that an amendment be made to this article; this motion was seconded. 
The Article, if amended, would read: 


Shall the town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty-three thousand dollars ($33,000) to

Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Steve Chisholm asked what the life expectancy was of the vehicle being replaced; Chairman 
Landau stated that it was 3-5 years. The vehicle currently has 150k miles on it, but the engine 
has many more hours on it as it remains running at all times when being used by the Police 
Department. The old vehicle would not be disposed of; it would be used by the Building 
Inspector for his work in order that the Town could avoid paying him mileage. 


The question was called as to the Amendment; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The 
Amendment to Article #11 carries, and the Article now reads: 


Shall the town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty-three thousand dollars ($33,000) to 
purchase and fully equip a new police cruiser, and authorize the withdrawal of $33,000 from the 
capital reserve fund established in 2008 for that purpose. 


There was no further discussion. 


The question was called as to the Article; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #11 
carries. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere moved to take Article #16 out of order while awaiting the 
results of Article #10; this motion was seconded and the question was called. The voice vote was 
in the affirmative; Article #16 will be taken out of order.

Shall the town vote to raise and appropriate eighteen thousand one hundred twenty dollars 
($18,120) for the purpose of providing public, educational, and governmental access television in 
the Town of Chester ($16,120 for Public and Government TV, and $2,000 for Educational TV).

Chester. 


Upon passage, the current members of the Chester Agricultural Committee shall be nominated to 
the Agricultural Commission. Subsequently, all new members shall be selected from a list of 
nominees provided to the Board of Selectmen by the Agricultural Commission. The Board of 
Selectmen shall appoint five (5) regular members and three (3) alternate members to the 
Agricultural Commission from the nominees. Whenever possible, the majority of both the 
regular and alternate members shall be or have been actively engaged in agricultural pursuits. 


A motion was made to waive the reading of Article #19; this motion was seconded. The voice 
vote was in the affirmative; Article #19 will not be read. 


There was no discussion. 


The question was called as to Article #19; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #19 
carries. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere moved to take Petitioned Warrant Article #22 out of order 
while awaiting the results of Article #10; this motion was seconded and the question was called. 
The voice vote was in the affirmative; Petitioned Warrant Article #22 will be taken out of 
order. 


Petitioned Warrant Article #22 


To see if the Town will vote to discontinue that portion of Bald Hill Road pursuant to RSA

Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


John Lamphere stated that he was against closing a Class VI road, and that Mr. Baker could ask 
Road Agent Oleson to put a pipe under the road to connect the house to the septic on the other 
piece of property. He also stated that discontinuing this road, and conveying it to Mr. Baker, 
would give Mr. Baker enough land to subdivide, and this was personal gain. 


Leroy Scott asked why anyone would ever vote to give Town property away. 


Mr. Baker stated that his property was not sub-dividable, as it was wetlands; and the other side 
was already buildable. 


Steve Chisholm asked if this was a Class VI road open to the public, and if it were discontinued, 
would it become Mr. Baker's private property? This was confirmed. 


The question was called as to Petitioned Warrant Article #22; the voice vote was in the negative. 
Article #22 fails. 


A motion was made to take Article #13 out of order while awaiting the results of Article #10; this 
motion was seconded and the question was called. The voice vote was in the affirmative; Article 
#13 will be taken out of order.

Shall the town vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a five year lease/purchase agreement 
for the sum of seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000) for the purpose of purchasing a Class 5 
Dump Truck with Plow and Sander and, to raise and appropriate the sum of seventeen thousand 
seven hundred twenty-two dollars ($17,722) which includes principal and interest for the first 
year’s payment for that purpose. The lease agreement contains an escape clause. 


Recommended by Board of Selectmen 5-0 
Recommended by Budget Committee 5-3 


Article #13 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
Road Agent Oleson spoke in support of this Article. He stated that the truck was intended to 
serve the Highway Department for daily use as well as for plowing. The current vehicle in 


service is a 2005 GMC, which cost the Town ~$12k in repairs last year. 


Moderator Scott called for discussion. Bob Pepper asked what would happen to the old truck? 
Road Agent Oleson said that it would be kept to act as a spare. 
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Clarence Ware asked why the Town did not hire a truck, as then there would be no insurance or 
fuel charges. Road Agent Oleson responded that a hired truck would cost $1,500 a week, which 
was prohibitive. 


Sue Ryder asked if the Road Agent was requesting one truck, or two. Road Agent Oleson 
responded that he would like both of them. 


Colin Costine stated that he had originally proposed buying a truck for the Highway Department 
when he was on the Board of Selectmen 16 years ago. Because this truck is in every day use, it's 
needed, and it costs too much to hire a truck. The old truck has served the Town well, and needs 
to be replaced. 


Bob Pepper asked Road Agent Oleson to explain the difference between the two trucks requested 
in Warrant Articles #12 and #13. Road Agent Oleson responded that this truck being discussed 
was a 19,500 lb Class 5 dump truck with a sander and plow, intended for daily use; the truck in 
Article #12 was a 37,500-40,000 lb Class 8 dump truck with a wing, sander, and plow, and not 
intended for daily use. 


Budget Committee member Chuck Heuer stated that although the Budget Committee had voted 
to recommend both Article #12 and #13, that did not mean they wanted the Town to purchase 
both; it was just that they could not decide which one was more important. He was not in favor 
of purchasing both trucks this year. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #13 carries. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere moved to take Special Warrant Article #15 out of order 
while awaiting the results of Article #10; this motion was seconded and the question was called. 
The question was called; the voice vote was inconclusive. Moderator Scott called for a show of 
hands; the hand vote was in the affirmative. Special Warrant Article #15 will be taken out of 
order. 


Special Warrant Article #15 


Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($300,000) for engineering and constructing the replacement of the Fremont Road Bridge. Sixty 
Thousand Seven Hundred Twenty Eight Dollars ($60,728) for the bridge project will come from 
the Fremont Road Bridge Capital Reserve Fund established for this purpose in 2008 where the 
Selectmen have been appointed as agents to expend from the fund, and the balance of Two 
Hundred Thirty-Nine Thousand, Two Hundred Seventy-Two Dollars ($239,272) will come from 
general taxation. Eighty per cent (80%) of the Three Hundred Thousand Dollars will be 
reimbursed to the town from the State of New Hampshire Department of Transportation Bridge 
Aid Program. This article shall not lapse until the bridge is completed or June 30, 2016. 


Recommended by Board of Selectmen 5-0 
Recommended by Budget Committee 7-1 
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Article #15 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Road Agent Oleson spoke in support of this Article. He stated that this is an 80/20 match from 
the State for a $300k project; the money has already been put aside, and there is no tax impact. 
This road will be closed for the summer. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere clarified that the total sum of $300k needed to be in the 
Warrant Article language in order to set the tax rate. 


There was no discussion. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Special Warrant Article #15 
carries. 


Article #12 


Shall the town vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a five year lease/purchase agreement 
for the sum of one hundred sixty-five thousand dollars ($165,000) for the purpose of purchasing 
a Class 8 Dump Truck with Plow, Wing and Sander and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
thirty-seven thousand seven hundred seventy-one dollars ($3 7,771) which includes principal and 
interest for the first year’s payment for that purpose. The lease agreement contains an escape 
clause. 


Recommended by Board of Selectmen 5-0 
Recommended by Budget Committee 5-3 


Article #12 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 

Road Agent Oleson stated that when he submitted this Warrant Article, he had not expected the 
Town to purchase a new Fire Truck; as the Town had already voted to purchase the smaller truck, 
he would understand if they did not wish to purchase the larger. 


There was no discussion. 


The question was called; the voice vote was inconclusive. Moderator Scott called for a show of 
hands; the hand vote was in the negative. Article #12 fails. 


Special Warrant Article #14 

Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000) to be added 
to the Winter Road Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund established in 2006 for the purpose of 
sanding, salting, and plowing in the Town of Chester. The Winter Expendable Trust Fund shall 
not exceed eighty-five thousand dollars ($85,000). 


Recommended by Board of Selectmen 5-0 
Recommended by Budget Committee 7-1 
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Article #14 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Selectman Weider moved that an amendment be made to this article; this motion was seconded. 
The Article, if amended, would read: 


Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate se¥e A340 fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000) to be added to the Winter Raed omens Akupendable Trust Fund 
established in 2006 for the purpose of sanding, salting, and plowing in the Town of Chester. The 
Winter Expendable Trust Fund shall not exceed eighty-five thousand dollars ($85,000). 





Selectman Weider stated that an analysis of the Trust Fund had been performed, and that there 
was currently $85,021.83 in it; $50k was being removed to cover Winter Maintenance costs for 
this fiscal year. Therefore, the fund is simply being replenished. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that this amendment would still cause the fund to 
exceed $85k due to interest; the amount added should be less. The amendment was withdrawn; 
the withdrawal was seconded. 


Vice-Chairman Cannon moved that an amendment be made to this article; this motion was 
seconded. The Article, if amended, would read: 


Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate se¥ve# > forty-nine 
thousand dollars ($49,000) to be added to the Winter Roo Melareranee Rependable Trust Fund 
established in 2006 for the purpose of sanding, salting, and plowing in the Town of Chester. The 
Winter Expendable Trust Fund shall not exceed eighty-five thousand dollars ($85,000). 





The question was called as to the Amendment; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The 
Amendment to Article #14 carries, and the Article now reads: 


Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate forty-nine thousand dollars ($49,000) to be added 
to the Winter Road Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund established in 2006 for the purpose of 
sanding, salting, and plowing in the Town of Chester. The Winter Expendable Trust Fund shall 
not exceed eighty-five thousand dollars ($85,000). 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Special Warrant Article #14 
carries. 


Special Warrant Article #17 


Shall the town vote to establish a capital reserve fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 to be 
known as the Employee Separation Benefits Capital Reserve Fund, for the purpose of funding 
the buyout and payment of employee benefits upon separation of employment and to name the 
Selectmen as agents to expend this fund and to further raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 
to be placed in this fund. The sum to come from the June 30 fund balance available for transfer 
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on July 1. 


Recommended by Board of Selectmen 5-0 
Recommended by Budget Committee 8-0 


Article #17 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
Moderator Scott asked for discussion. 


Kevin Scott asked why some Warrant Articles are designated as “Special” and others not. It was 
explained that Warrant Articles that are Petitioned, or that contain Capital Reserve Funds, are 
designated as “Special”. 


Mr. Scott then asked for an example of when these funds would be paid out. Selectman Weider 
stated that these funds were for Earned Time benefits, which was a state-organized benefit for 
some Public Safety employees; the Town was currently working to discontinue this benefit and 
replace it with Short Term and Long Term Disability for all employees. It is a liability that needs 
to be funded. Mr. Scott asked how much more would be needed to totally fund this liability. 
Selectman Weider stated that it might be another $40k; an audit needs to be performed to 
determine the total amount. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that she was not in support of this Article. She stated 
that the liability exists, and must be funded; however, a number of years ago the Budget 
Committee reviewed the Earned Time records and found discrepancies. She stated that the 
Budget Committee had asked for a copy of the policy, and had yet to receive it. She believes that 
the Board of Selectmen needs to perform a comprehensive review of the policy and accruals, and 
urged that this be done before any monies are paid out. 


The question as to Article #17 was called; the voice vote was inconclusive. Moderator Scott 
called for a show of hands; the hand vote was in the affirmative. Article #17 carries. 
Article #18 


Shall the town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five hundred thousand dollars ($500,000) 
for road reconstruction. This warrant article is null and void if Special Warrant Article #8 passes. 


Recommended by Board of Selectmen 5-0 
Not Recommended by Budget Committee 4-4 


Article #18 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
Road Agent Oleson stated that as the Budget Committee does not recommend this Article, he 


will not speak in support of it. He is unwilling to move it forward without the support of both 
the Board of Selectmen and the Budget Committee. 
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Budget Committee member Thomas LaPorte stated that the Budget Committee was split in their 
support of this article; therefore, it was not recommended. In his opinion, it was not 
recommended because the cost was to be paid all in one year rather than spread out over a 
number of years, as a Bond would be. The tax impact would be $0.87 per thousand, or over 
$300 for a $350k house. He also stated that the Budget Committee had received no details on 
how this money was to be spent. 


The question as to Article #18 was called; the voice vote was in the negative. Article #18 fails.

To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the Budget Committee recommended amount of 
Three million, seven hundred thirty-five thousand, two hundred and sixty-five dollars 
($3,735,265) for the operating budget for the support of Town government for the payment of 
salaries and for the payment of statutory obligations of the Town.

General Fund.

Greetings, 


We are adding this letter to all residents to provide information on one of the services the Town 
provides for your tax dollar....Our Transfer Station. 


Years ago (when the State advised Chester to close the dump), a decision was made to develop a 
facility that would be a leader in source separation of our waste. It was shown that this was the most 
profitable method for a town our size and for our citizens. As always, our citizens have options. Some 
have chosen to pay for dumpsters and send everything out of town by independent contractors; others 
have chosen to have a local hauler take all of their trash in a compactor truck. Neither of these require 
separation of by-products. 


Others have chosen the local hauler to pick up pre-sorted trash and deliver it to our facility; and lastly, 
many have chosen to come to our facility and bring their own solid waste. These last two methods, if 
handled properly, are most profitable for our Town and greatly affects our tax rate and environmental 
concerns. 


First and most important, anything we place in the compactor is buried in a landfill and our Town is 
responsible for contamination in that grid section. Secondly, we pay to haul this material and pay for 
burial on the tonnage. Thirdly, the landfills approved by Regulators are quickly filling, and we may 
need to track it to further facilities in the future. 


Presently, the items we separate out of our waste stream, cardboard, mixed papers, magazines, 
newspapers, #1 and #2 plastics, etc. are bringing the Town revenues that offset our tax rate. We are 
approaching a 40% participation town wide for recycling. We believe this benefits all of us. We 
would like to improve these numbers and we need your help.
